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PREFACE. 



Fob some time now The Histobioal Chartbbb and Con- 
stitutional Documents relating to the City of London 
have attracted the attention of those among us who have 
been interested in watching the growing and by this time 
universally admitted desire for the revision and augmentation 
of the Privileges whieh this ancient Corporation enjoys. 
Hence the opportunity seems appropriately to have arisep 
for giving English readers — ^whether they be citizens, histo 
rians, politicians, lawyers, or antiquaries, or simply readers 
desirous of acquiring general information upon a subject 
prominently before them, and likely, if we read the direction 
of popular feehng rightly, to become before long very pro- 
minent among the subjects of current legislation — ^a new and 
revised edition of the English translation of the City Charters 
and Documents concerning the constitution of the Corpora- 
tion. 

In proof of this fact, so universally admitted, reference 
may be made — if, indeed, proof be required— to a speech 
made as recently as the 9th of November in 1883, by the 
Lord Chief Justice, on the occasion of the reception of the 
new Lord Mayor in accordance with the ^^ Fifth Charter of 
King John " (see page 19), wherein he is reported to have 
said: — 

^^ What may be in store, if anything is in store, in the way 
of change, for the great Corporation over which you preside, 
is yet entirely imcertain* Such things must be left where 
Homer left them, ^ On the knees of the gods ; ' or as an 
Englishman would translate it, to the wisdom of Parliament* 
But this at least may be said, without talking politics, but 
merely stating facts, that some thirty years ago, when I, 
from circumstances not necessary to enlarge upon, had official 
information as to the constitution, the character, and the

conduct of that great Corporation, there were some few 
things which, alike to the friendly inquirer who looked at 
them with respectftil curiosity, and to the hostile critic who 
subjected them to angry scrutiny, needed, and perhaps de- 
manded, the explanation and defence of which perhaps they 
were susceptible. Of anything which is very old, and which 
has lasted for a number of centuries, this must be, and from 
the necessity of the case must imavoidably be so. I do not 
doubt, though I have no information on the subject, that in 
the lapse of time which has taken place since I was more 
familiarly connected with them, the flaws to which I alluded 
have disappeared, or are fiist disappearing. I do not doubt 
that the high intelligence which always distinguishes the 
Corporation of London has taught them that it is only by 
allowing themselves to be in accord with the spirit of the age, 
that it is only by approving itself to the high and cultivated 
intelligence of a great people, that any institution can flourish, 
perhaps even can survive. I do not doubt that this is per- 
fectly well understood by the Corporation of London, and I 
have no doubt that if it is so understood by the Corporation 
of Loudon, that great and illustrious body will continue to 
flourish in the future as it has flourished in the past, in age 
as it has flourished in youth, in unabated strength and in 
undiminished vigour." 

Mr. Shaw-Lefevbe, M.P., speaking on the 29th of 
November, at the annual dinner of the Gladstone Club, in 
Holbom, is reported to have said that : — 

^' It was matter of common information that the Govern- 
ment hoped, intended, and believed that they would carry 
before they lefk office the reform of the municipal government 
of London, the extension of the county franchise, and county 
government for the rest of England. Those three measures 
were now struggling for birth. No one could say at present 
which of them would stand first in order, or which of them 
would be stillborn ; all that they could hope was that, before 
the present Government went out of office, each and all of 
them would be carried into law. The extension of the county 
firanchise must inevitably entail, either coincidently or at no 
great distance of time, a redistribution of seats, and in that 
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question London had a deep and abiding interest. • • . 
. . There could be no nobler, no greater task for any 
statesman than to breathe civic life into the inert mass ot 
London, to bring into harmony its discordant elements of 
local government, and to give an organisation and an execu- 
tive equal to the great duties which lay before it It was 
impossible that we could have a thorough reform of the water 
supply, nor could we look forward to the sweeping away ot 
rookeries in our worst regions ; nor, again, could we raise to 
a proper height the lower classes unless a material change in 
the government of the Metropohs were effected. He attri- 
buted the want of public feeling in London to the absence ot 
anything like local government in London ; and he believed 
that when we had a true local government for London, the 
wealthy classes, as in large provincial towns, would begin to 
understand that they had duties towards the poorer classes. 
Belgravia would feel that it had something in common with 
Whitechapel, Tyburn with Pentonville ; and when that was 
the case, he believed we should see much greater harmony 
between all classes of the people of this great Metropolis. 

He believed they should achieve the results 

they aimed at, and that they would carry these great measures 
in a manner which would redound to the benefit of the people 
of England." 

On the veiy same day, Sir C. Dilke, M.P., at the annual 
dinner of the Eleusis Club in Chelsea, said ^^ they had reached 
the time when several great reforms affecting London, for 
which the members of this Club had striven for so many 
years, were about to be undertaken. There was hope even in 
the next Session of no less than three great measures affect- 
ing London being introduced. The two were Parliamentary 
Beform and Metropolitan Municipal Reform ; the third was 
the Reform of the City Ghiilds. The Royal Commission was 
still sitting, and as his colleague, from his position as a 
member of the Commission, was unable to speak of its 
deliberations, he (Sir Charles) would speak from expressions 
which had reached him, although not from Mr. Firth. He 
understood they would recommend immediate legislation. 
He hoped that that would be the case. The drift of the

evidence was in support of suspensory legislation, and it was 
likely that the House would be asked to pass a bill by which 
the ^bad' Oompanies, if there were bad ones, should be 
prevented from alienating their property. They did not 
intend that the property of the City Guilds should be divided, 
as was the property of Seijeants' Inn. He believed that 
besides compulsory measures there would be devised some 
scheme for the appointment of a small Commission to deal 
with the property in the interests of the inhabitants of the 
Metropolis. Turning from that question to the two greater 
questions of further Parliamentary Reform and Metropolitan 
Municipal Beform, he would say they were pre-eminently 

reforms affecting the inhabitants of London 

He had often tried to show the immense interest of London 
in the redistribution of political power. There were only two 
or three towns in the kingdom similarly situated, and ParUa- 
ment dealt more with the affairs of London than of any other 
portion of the country. Other towns were allowed to a great 
extent to legislate for themselves by means of their Oorpora* 
tions, Provisional Orders, and the Local Government Board. 
Whether the next redistribution of political power would be 
complete and final, or only a long step towards it, he thought 
they should claim that the same justice which was meted out 
to the other large communities of the country should be 
meted out to the Metropolis. There remained the third great 
reform-^that of the government of the Metropolis. They had 
heard lately that opposition would be given to the solution of 
the Metropolitan problem to which his colleague, Mr. Firth, 
had devoted so much attention. Some maintained that the 
existing government of London was. good enough, while 
others wished to adopt the City plan of creating new muni- 
cipalities in various groups of parishes around the Central 
Municipality of the City of London. He believed the case 
of both these sets of gentlemen would entirely break down. 
There were no doubt some parishes in London which had 
very sealously tried to work the existing law; but, on the 
other hand, there were some parishes the government of 
which was a flagrant scandal. These were strong words, but 
he was prepared, when the time came, to attempt to justify 
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them Groups of mtinicipaHties would 

destroy a large amount of existing unity. It would be 
a retrograde step to create a number of separate munici- 
palities, and it was clear that the general line of the scheme 
put forward by Mr. Firth must be the line upon which any 
great measure for the government of London must be 

founded He thought it clear that the 

great majority of the people of London had made up their 
mind with regard to the passing of measures of Parliamentary 
and Metropolitan Municipal Reform." 

In another place, but at the same time, Mr. G. W. E. 
Russell, M.P., Political Secretary to the Local Oovemment 
Board, said : — ** With regard to the condition of the squalid 
portions of London, if the authorities would use the powers 
they possessed there would be no need for fresh legislation. 
He deprecated the pulling down of houses unless others were 
built up. to take their places, inasmuch as such a practice 
tended rather to promote than prevent overcrowding. It was 
only by a Municipal Government having full control of the 
whole of London that they could hope to have this question 
dealt with satisfactorily." 

These extracts could be largely added to if it were neces- 
sary, but enough has been quoted to indicate the feeling of 
the times with regard to the Corporation of London and its 
projected reform. 

Several works have from time to time appeared relating to 
these documents. Among others may be mentioned a work 
entitled " The Charters of the City of London,^ which have 
been granted by the Kings and Queens of England since the 
Conquest, taken verbatim out of the Records, exactly trans- 
lated into English, with notes explaining ancient words and 
terms, and the Parliamentary Confirmation of Kmg William 
and Queen Mary, etc. By J. E. London, 1745. Sm. 8vo.*' 

A Survey of the Cities of London and Westminster^ by 
John Stow, London, 1754, folio^ contains extracts and texts 
of several of the charters printed in the following series. 

The History of London from its Foundation to the Present 
Time J by W. R. Maitland, F.R.S., London, 1756, folio, con- 
tains the texts in English of most of these documents. 
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Another collection of these Charters and Documents is 
comprised in the " New History of London, etc By John 
Noorthouck. London, 1773. 4to." This forms the basis of 
the present work, but considerable revision has been made 
with regard to the names of persons occurring in the deeds, the 
editor availing himself of contemporary copies of them among 
the Manuscripts of the British Museum, and in some instances 
verifying the texts with the readings of the Charters them- 
selves, by the kind courtesy of the Town Clerk of Liondon, 
to whom he here desires to place on record his deep sense of 
obligation. 

The fifth and last work which needs mention is that 
entitled ^^The Charters of London^ complete; also Magna 
Charta and the Bill of Rights, with explanatory notes and 
remarks. By John Lufifman, citizen and goldsmitL 1793. 
8vo." 

An account of the manuscript copies, both Latin and 
English, and of the principal printed books in which the 
Latin texts may be consulted, will be found in the notes at 
the end of the volume. 

A careful transcript of most of the early City Charters was 
made some time past, under the supervision of the late Sir 
Thomas Duflftis Hardy, D.C.L., Deputy Keeper of the Public 
Records, and is now preserved in the Ghiildhall Library. 
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Thb lufifcorjri^^f every Corporation is bound up in its docu- 
mehts, and the history of the famous Corporation of 
London forms no exception to this rule. The gradual 
growth of all liberties and powers may be traced from the 
earliest day of their beginning, and as we read Charter after 
Charter in the series of privileges accorded to the City ot 
London contained in the pages of this work, it is not difficult 
to acquire a just appreciation of the manner in which that 
growth has taken place. 

"The liberties* of the first cities," says Kemble, "must 
often have been mere favours on the part of the lords who 
owned the soil and protected the dwellers upon it. Later, 
these liberties were the result of bargains between separate 
powers, grown capable of measuring one another. Lastly, 
they are necessities imposed by an advanced condition of 
human associations, in which the wishes, objects, and desires 
of the individual man are hurried resistlessly away by a great 
movement of civilisation, in which the vast attraction of the 
mass neutralises and defeats all minor forces. It would, 
indeed, be but slight philosophy to suppose that any one set 
of circumstances could account for the infinite variety which 
the history of towns presents : though there are features of 
resemblance common to them all, yet each has its peculiar 
story, its peculiar conditions of progress and decay ; even as 
the children of one family, which bear a near likeness to each 
other, yet each has its own tale of joy and sorrow, of smiles 
and tears, of triumph and fiiilure. Tet there is probably no 
single element of urban prosperity more potent than situation, 
or which more persuasively modifies all other and concurrent 
conditions of success. Let the most careless observer only

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compare London, Liverpool, and Bristol, I will not say with 
Munich or Madrid, but even with Warwick, Stafford, or 
Winchester. If royal favour could have made cities great, 
the latter should have flourished ; for they were the residences 
of the rulers of Mercia and Wessex, the scenes of mtena 
gemdts, of Christmas festivals and Easters, when the king 
solemnly wore his crown ; while the eeorh or mangeras of 
Brigstow and Lundenwio were only cheapening hides with 
the Esterlings, warehousing the foreign wines which were to 
supply the royal table, or bargaining with the adventurer 
from the East for the incense which was to accompany the 
High Mass in the Cathedral. But Commerce, the child of 
Opportunity, brought Wealth ; Wealth, Power ; and Power 
led Independence in its train." 
ofWiS^' It is recorded that William the Conqueror, in the second 
year of his reign over England, made a solemn entry into the 
City of London by procession, and afterwards, at the instance 
of William the Norman, Bishop of London, granted the 
Charter to the citizens which forms No. 1 of the present col- 
lection. This is written in the Anglo-Saxon language, and 
is drawn up in accordance with the conventional usages of 
Anglo-Saxon diplomatics, and these circumstances are de- 
clared by historians to have been looked upon as a great con- 
cession to English feelings, seeing that it was issued at a time 
when the Norman language and Norman forms of legal deeds 
were supplanting the native language and methods of formu- 
lation. "This Charter," writes Noorthouck, ^* consists of 
four lines and a quarter, beautifully written on a slip of 
parchment of the length of six inches and breadth of one; 
which is preserved in the Oity Archives as a great curiosity." 
The two chief privileges here granted are : — " That the bur- 
gesses were declared all to be law-worthy — That their children 
should be their heirs." Now, there were two ways of being 
law-worthy, or having the benefit of the law. By the state 
and condition of men's persons ; so almost all free men had 
the free benefit of the law. But men of servile condition had 
not, especially such as were in domivioj in demesne, for they 
received justice from their lords, were judged by them in 
most cases, and had not the true benefit of the law; so 
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neither, as to the second observation in this charter, could 
their children be their heirs, for they held their lands and 
goods at the will of the lord, and were not sure to enjoy them 
longer than they pleased him. The second way of being law- 
worthy was, when men had not committed any crimes, or 
done anything for which they forfeited the law and deserved 
to be outlawed, then they were said to be legalea homines, 
recti in cv/riay or law-worthy, but not so properly as in the 
first sense of the word. 

^^ From hence we may make a very probable conjecture at 
the meaning of this protection or charter. It is not to be 
doubted but that the burgesses of London had obtained of the 
Saxon kings several liberties and immunities, among which 
this was one, to be so far free as not to be in dominioy or so 
obnoxious to any lord but that, by reason of their state and 
condition, they might be law-worthy, that is, have the free 
benefit of the law ; and likewise further obtained (if it was not 
then a consequent of their personal estate and condition) that 
their children should be heirs of their lands and goods, and 
in both these were free from the injuries and unreasonable 
demands and power of any severe lord. So that all the appli- 
cation made by their Bishop William, and not unlikely by 
Godfrey the Fortreve, to the Conqueror for them was, that 
their state and condition might be the same as it was in King 
Edward's days, that their children might be their heirs, and 
that they might in both be protected firom the injury and 
violence of imperious lords, which by the prevalenoy of their 
bishop were granted. Considering, therefore^ that by the 
foregoing instances it is dear that many, or most burgesses 
of other burghs were in domtnioy either of the king, or some 
other lords or patrons in the time of King Edward, and that 
the Londoners might fear the Conqueror would break in upon 
their privileges and reduce them to the same condition, this 
was a great privilege obtained."' 

Hume^^ following Dalrymple,' says that this fkmous Charter 
is nothing but a letter of protection, a declaration that the

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citizens should not be treated as slaves. But even this was a 
considerable immunity at a time when all persons who were 
not possessed of land were included in that class. What 
enhanced the value of these Charters was that thej were 
granted at a time when the feudal system obtained a firmer 
and more extensive establishment, by the settlement of the 
Norman barons in England under the military tenure.^ 

The seal, broken, of white wax, was sewn up in a silken 
bag in Noorthouck's time ; it is, unfortunately, no longer 
appended to the Charter, and its existence is very doubtftd. 
Second The Second Charter of William the Conqueror has been 

WiUiaro I. erroneously described and translated by Noorthouck and 
Luffman, but it is printed (I am informed) at the end of Mr. 
Alexander Ellis's publication of The (hdy English ProdamO' 
tion of Henry IIL Of it Noorthouck writes : — " Another 
Charter^ in the Saxon language^ consisting of three lines 
finely written on a slip of parchment, of the length of 
six inches and a half, and breadth of three-quarters ot 
an inch, is carefully preserved in the same box with the 
first Charter. The seal of this Charter is also of white 
wax, and preserved^ in a silken bag, but is so much defaced 
that all that can be made of the impression it bore is some- 
thing resembling a gate with some steeples or spires. . . . 
This Charter is conceived in such brief terms that it does not 
even point out the persons to whom the grant is made ! " 

Luffman, following Noorthouck, states that it appears 
extraordinary that no mention is made of the persons ta 
whom the Charter was granted. And well it might be ; but 
the fact is that both these writers have failed to read the 
name of ''Deormanne." The original Charter is preserved 
in the Town Clerk's Office, at the Guildhall, and I have been 
favoured with the following correct transcript of it : — 

*' Will'm kyng gret pilFm b' 3 spegn scyrgerefan "3 ealle 
mine J^egnas on east seaxan freondlice . ^ ic kySe eop f ic habbe 
ge unnen deormanne minan men^ ]7a hide landes set gyddes- 
dune ye hi of geryden psBs . "3 ic nolle gej^olian frenciscan ne 
engliscan f him set aenigan J^ingan misbeode :" 

It will be easily perceived that this Charter is simply a

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confirmation to Doorman, the king's homoy of land of which 
he had been deprived, and although reckoned by those who 
have printed the City Charters as pertaining to the City, really 
havmg no claim to that position, except as a title-deed to 
land which must have passed (the Charter itself going with 
the land) into the possession of the City authorities. Its 
interest as a Saxon charter is, however, undoubtedly great. 

The Charte • of King Henry I owes its origin, if we may Charter of 
trust Noorthouck,^ to the fact that the king having usurped 
the crown in prejudice to Robert, his elder brother, well 
knew how difficult it would be to secure himself upon the 
throne without the assistance and goodwill of London. To 
engage the citizens, therefore, to support his Government, he 
conferred upon them the ad.vantageons privileges that are 
contained in this Charter. 

This Charter^ not only confirmed to the citizens of London 
their ancient customs and immunities, but added to their 
jurisdiction in fee-farm the county of Middlesex, without 
homage, fealty, or service, on paying a yearly quit-rent of 
three hundred pounds. It gave them likewise the power ot 
choosing a Sheriff and Justiciary from their own body, and 
of holding the Pleas of the Crown. 

Prior to this grant, the citizens appear to have been wholly 
dependent on the will of the king ; but their privilege being 
now in a great measure guarded, they aimed at further 
securing their customs by converting them into written laws ; 
and their arts and mysteries, which had heretofore been kept 
up by prescription only, were now established into companies. 
The king, however, kept to himself the appointment of 
Portreve, or Chief Magistrate. The names of the witnesses, 
not only in this Charter, but in almost all the succeeding 
documents, have been very carelessly printed hitherto. In 
the present series these names have been verified by references 
to originals and manuscript copies of important character. 

King Stephen does not appear to have granted any charter Charter of 
to the citizens of London. His successor, Henry II, how- ®"^ 
ever, granted that which forms No. iv of the present series. 
The date has not been ascertained, but Richard de Belmeis,

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Bishop ot London, one of the witnesses, is known to have 
died A.D. 1162. The date, therefore, may be safely 
attributed to the period between a.d. 1154 and 1162, and 
not improbably to an early year of the king's reign. 

This Charter^ confirms tiie City liberties and immunities, 
and adds th^ Acquittal of Murder for the ward of Port- 
soken, which ward did not properly form part of the City 
until this jbime. 

Henry/II also granted a Charter to the Guild of Weavers 
of Londc^n, on condition of receiving an annual payment of 
two golden marks at Michaelmas. The witnesses to this 
Charter, which was given at Winchester, are : T[heobald] 
Archbishop of Canterbury, who died on the 18th April, ▲•D. 
1161; and Warine, son of Gerard, who was King's Cham- 
berlain^ from A.D. 1155 to 1158. Mr. Riley, who prints the 
Latin text of this Charter in his edition of the Liber Custvr- 
marum for the Master of the Rolls, p. 33, erroneously calls 
the Archbishop Thomas, who succeeded Theobald, but was 
not contemporary with Warine the Chamberlain. The date 
of this deed cannot be later than a.d. 1158. 
First Charter It is stated that the first Charter of King Richard I was 
of Kic ard . g^g^nted to the City of London in consideration of the good 
behaviour of the citizens during his absence abroad ; and in 
all probability their contribution of the considerable sum of 
fifteen hundred marks, or £1,000, towards his ransom from 
captivity, influenced the king towards this confirmation of 
the ancient rights and immunities of the City. 
Second In July, A.D. 1197, Richard I granted to the City a second 

Shard l^ Charter, which forms No. vi of the series, and for it he is 
stated to have received a sum of fifiieen hundred marks. 
Luff man writes : — " By* this Charter the citizens became 
Conservators of the River Thames, and their jurisdiction 
extends westward of London, Bridge to Colnie-ditch, near 
Staines, and eastward of the said bridge to Yenland, includ- 
ing part of the rivers Medway and Lea." 

Noorthouck, however, is more precise in his remarks, and 
declares^ that as the Charter does not prescribe any bounds,

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or limit the extent over which the City is to take cognisance, 
bat transfers to the City all the right and jurisdiction enjoyed 
by the king^s Keeper of the Tower, it seems clear that the 
City's right of jurisdiction includes the whole river, from its 
junction with the sea eastward^ so far westward as it is 
known by the name of Thames. But by the loose expressions 
of this grant, both the extent of the City's jurisdiction and 
the objects of the City's power have been so much contested 
that it has been found needful to explain and amend this 
Charter at times by others. So that for a long succession of 
time the extent of the City's jurisdiction on the river Thames 
has been admitted from Colne Ditch, a little westward of 
Staines Bridge, to Yendal^ Yenland, or Yenleet, east of 
London Bridge, including part of the rivers Medway and 
Lea. The reader may refer to Noorthouck for an interesting 
not.e on the subject of the soil under the river and its posses- 
sion by the Corporation of London, made by Lord Burghley. 

King John granted at least five Charters to the City. By 51rat Charter 
the first, No. vn, granted at Shoreham in June, a.d. 1199, 
within a month of his accession to the throne, the citizens, 
besides having all their ancient rights and privileges confirmed 
to them, are exempt from the payment of all toll and lastage 
in the king^s foreign dominion. For this the City paid the 
sum of three thousand marks.^ 

The Second Charter of this king (No. viii) bears the same Second 
date as the previous one. This Charter gives the citizens power King John. 
to remove all weirs in the rivers Thames and Medway, and 
right to inflict the penalty of £10 upon those who offend by 
erecting them.^ 

King John's Third Charter, dated at Bonneville-sur- Third 
Touque, in Normandy,' forms No. ix of this series, only a Kingjohn. 
few days after the issue of the First and Second Charters. 
The f ee-farm of the Sheriffwicks of London and Middlesex is 
by this Charter confirmed to the citizens of London, at the 
old yearly rent of three hundred pounds^ by which they were 
held before Queen Matilda took them away ; and as a further 
privilege^ it bestows on them the right of choosing the sheriffs

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from their own body.^ This deed is memorable as being the 
oldest covenant or conveyance on record in which occurs the 
legal phrase to have and to hold, now esteemed essential in all 
conveyances of property.^

Eing: John, tion, dated in March, a.d. 1201, is remarkable in many ways. 
It was granted^ in consequence ot an application made by 
the Mayor and citizens, to remove the Guild, or Company, of 
the Weavers from the City — what the offence was which 
made this fraternity obnoxious to the citizens is not recited — 
and the king granted their request, on the condition of the 
yearly payment of twenty marks, an indemnification for the 
loss of eighteen marks heretofore paid yearly by the Weavers 
to the king.

It appears^ 
to have been granted about the time of the City being tallaged 
in the sum of two thousand marks towards taking off the

By this Charter^ the citizens were confirmed in all their 

ancient rights, and in addition to them was hereby granted 

the additional and valuable privilege of choosing the Chief 

Magistrate. This was, in fact, the cause of several of the 

trades forming themselves into companies, in which they 

continued for many years, previous to their incorporation by 

charter ; for under the security offered by the Charter, crafts 

and trades set up fraternities in imitation of those already 

incorporated.

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The Third Charter of this king, No. xiv, bears the same Third 
date. It is a confirmation of the Second Charter of King Henry IIL 
John, respecting the weirs in the rivers Thames and Medway, 
to which reference has already been made. 

No. XV, the Fourth Charter of Henry III, was issued in ^^^,^f 
March, a-d. 1227, within the space of one month from the Henry III. 
issue of the previous documents. This Charter^ was granted 
in consequence of the citizens' petition to the long to restore 
the ancient privileges, given to them by King Edward the 
Confessor, of keeping the hustings once a week only, "which 
custom had been greatly encroached upon by the gentlemen 
of the law (who were at this time considerably increased in 
number) by litigious fruits." 

On the 23rd of December, in the eleventh year of his reign, 
A.D. 1226, King Henry III had granted a charter, not included 
in this series, ^^ de nan trahendo in consequentiam auxiimm 
qiwd cives Londonia/rum ei fecerunt ;^^ whereby he undertakes 
not to draw into a precedent the fact of having received 
liberal aid from the Barons of London to acquire his inheri- 
tance and rights in parts beyond the seas, after the death of 
Louis Vin, King of France. This was witnessed at West- 
minster by Hubert de Burgh, Justice of England; Ralph, 
son of Nicholas ; Hugh Dispencer, Henry de Aldichlee, and 
Luke the Chaplain, Dean of St. Martin's, London. The 
Latin text is printed in Riley's Liber Oustumarumy p. 36. 
There is an early copy in MS. Cotton, Vespasian D. xvi, p. 62. 

The Fifth Charter of King Henry III, which comprises ^'^^^^ 
No. XVI of this series, is dated in August, a.d. 1227, and was Hepry III. 
issued b}*- Ralph Neville, Bishop of Chichester, the Chancellor. 
By this Charter^ the king granted to the citizens various 
privileges in the unwarrened and disafforested ^^ Warren of 
Staines'', in the County of Middlesex. 

On the twenty-seventh day of June, in the twenty-seventh 
year of his reign, A.D. 1243, the king granted a charter to 
the Weavers of London, not included in this series. The 
Latin text is printed in Mr. Riley's Liber Ovstumarum^ p. 48. 
It is an Inspeximus and confirmation of the Charter originally 
granted to this Guild, or Society, by Henry II, and has been 
already referred to.

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The Charter Na xvn of this series, dated at Windsor in 
February, A,D, 1247, the thirty-first^ year of the king, is an 
Inspeximus and confirmation of a covenant made between 
Richard, Earl of Cornwall, the king's brother, and John 
Gisors, Mayor of London, concerning the fee-farm of Queen- 
hithe, in Thames Street, sold to the City as a freehold, at the 
annual rent of fifty pounds. 

In June, a.Dw 1253, King Henry III granted his Sixth 
Charter to the City of London (No. xvni), under the follow- 
ing oircumstanoea : — Richard, Earl of Cornwall, and the 
citizens had a quarreP concerning the exchange of certain 
lands, which the Earl resented to such a degree that he 
accused the Mayor of remissness in not punishing the bakers 
for making defective bread. For this neglect the City's 
liberties were again seized, and a Gustos set over the City, 
until the citizens compromised the matier by making a pay- 
ment to the Earl of the sum of six hundred marks, and to the 
king five hundred, under colour of granting this Charter. 
Previous to the grant of this Charter, the citizens were 
obliged to wait on the king, at any of his residences in 
iBngland, to present the Mayor; but this gave them the 
liberty, when the king was absent from London, to present 
their Chief Magistrate to the Barons of the Exchequer. It 
also gave to the Sheriffs of« London seven pounds per annum, 
to be paid at the Exchequer on passing their accounts, in lieu 
of a piece of land, transferred to the Pean and Chapter of 
St Paul's Cathedral. 

The Seventh Charter^ called the ^' Charter of Remission", 
granted to the citizens of London by King Henry III (No. 
XEL of the series), was acquired^ in January, A.D. 1266, at the 
cost of twenty thouaand marks, or XIS^SSS 6^. 8<2. By this 
means the citizens managed to recover the royal favour after 
the reheUion of the barons, and the consequent deprivation 
by Parliament^ whereby it bad been ^lacted that the City 
of London^ for the part it had taken against the king.

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should be divested of all its liberties, its posts and chains 
taken away, and its principal citizens imprisoned and left to 
the king's mercy. 

On the llth^ of January, in the fiftieth year of his reign 
(A.D. 1266), King Henry III granted a charter to the City, 
not included in the series, whereby the citizens were emr 
powered ^^to trafBc with their commodities and merchandises 
wheresoever they please throughout his kingdom and 
dominions, as well by sea as by land, without interruption 
of him or his, as they see expedient, quit from all custom, 
toll, and paying; and may abide for their trading where- 
soever they please in the same his kingdom, as in times past 
they were accustomed, until such time as it should be more 
ftilly ordered by his Council touching the state of the said 
city ; as by the said letters patent, among other things, more 
fully appeareth." 

The anonymous editor, J. E., in his text of the Oreat 
Charter of Charles I, which will be noticed in its proper 
chronological position, prints the English text of a charter 
dated 11th January in the same year, which is apparently 
of a similar nature. 

On the 18th of April in this year the king issued a man- Customg of 
date enjoining inquiry by the Sheriff of Surrey as to the title sonthwark.

Li March, A.D. 1268, the king granted his Eighth and last Eighth 
Charter, No* xx of the present collection, to the City. This* H«nryIIL 
is not only a charter of remission, but of confirmation of all 
ancient privileges, except the choice of the City Magistrates, 
and the king selected the sheriffs out of six names put before 
him by the Mayor, who in turn was shortly afterwards dis- 
charged, and Prince Edward, in A.D. 1270, received the 
government of the City into his hands.

King Edward I. It is considered to be a charter of confirm- confirma- 
ation of the City privileges. The Charter,* according to Noort- **<>"• 
houck, owes its origin to the amercement of those implicated in 
a riot which appears to have originated in the improper im- 
prisonment of a clerk in the Turiy in Cornhill, contrary to the 
provisions of Magna Charta. Twenty-three thousand marks 
was paid by the citizens as the price of this Charter.

Custumarum has suggested, by a note on p. 273, that the 
true date of 8th June may have been the 18th June. It 
certainly happens that the king was at York both on the 
former and the latter day, as is shown by Mr. Hartshorne's 
Itinerary of King Edward 11^ published in the OoUectanea 
ArchsBologica^ of the British Archaeological Association, but 
apart from the fact that the document which precedes this in 
the Liber Ousiumarum is dated on the 18th June, there is 
nothing to cause us to doubt the correctness of the Latin text, 
in which the earlier date of the two mentioned is attributed 
to this deed. Another passage tends to prove that the 8th of 
June is the correct date.^ 

The articles' were, in the seventh year of Richard 11, 
A.D. 1384, confirmed by that king in Parliament, and added 
to the City Charters.

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No. xxni is an important although brief Charter of King S*'^ jt 
Edward II, exempting the citizens of London from levies of exempting 
men for carrying on war out of the City, granted in Decern- ^™ levies, 
ber, A.D. 1321. According to Luffman,^ '^this Charter 
exempts the citizens from being ordered out of the City in 
arms in time of war or tumult, notwithstanding any prece- 
dent to the contrary. It is probable that by King Edward 
granting this Charter to the citizens, they were induced to 
present him with the sum of two thousand marks towards 
defraying the expenses of the war in Scotland.*' 

At this time^ the king had so far lost the respect of his 
subjects that the Queen, not long after, was denied admit- 
tance into Leeds Castle by Lord Badlesmere, and some of 
her retinue were killed. To punish this unjustifiable indignity, 
the king assembled some forces, chiefly Londoners, and after 
reducing the castle, granted the Charter above mentioned. 

King Edward Ill's reign contributes five important First 
charters of liberties to the City of London. Of these the Edward ^IL 
first, No.xxrv. of this collection^ is dated in March, A.D. 1327, 
and owes its origin to the king's gratitude for the assistance' 
rendered to him by the citizens against those whose con- 
spiracies to deprive him of his just title are too well known 
to need even recapitulation here. 

This Charter^ grants to the citizens many invaluable 
privileges. It constitutes the Mayor to be one of the judges 
for the trial of prisoners confined in Newgate for criminal 
offences committed in the City. It gives to the citizens a 
right to infcmg-thsftiXi'dL outfomg^thef : — ^the first the right to try 
a robber taken within the City, and the latter a privilege of 
bringing a citizen apprehended for a felony committed in any 
part of the kingdom into the City, in order to his being tried 
there for his offence. It gives, also, a right to the citizens to the 
goods and chattels of such persons as are convicted of felonies 
within the City. A right of devising in mortmain is likewise 
allowed by this Charter, which is an alienation of lands and 
tenements to any guild, corporate body or fitttemity, and 
their successors. It remitted one hundred pounds per annum

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extorted from the citizens for the fee-farm of the City of 
London and County of Middlesex. Foreign merchants, by 
this Charter, were obliged to sell their merchandises within 
forty days from their landing them in the City. The citizens 
were exempt thereby from the charge of such persons as took 
sanctuary in churches. It went to deprive the King's 
Marshal, Steward, and Clerk of the Household of the 
exorcise of any authority in the City. It gave to the Mayor 
the office of Escheator of the City in perpetuity. It gave to 
the citizens the privilege of holding a " Pye Powder Court", 
a court where all differences arising in fairs are determined, 
in all places whereto they resorted. It exempts the citizens 
from tallages, except such as were borne by the subjects at 
large. It points out that the City liberties shall not be taken 
away for the offences of its magistrates. It forbids the king's 
purveyors from rating any sort of goods belonging to the 
citizens ; and lastly, ordains that no market be kept within 
seven miles of the City of London. 

No. XXV, the Second Charter of this king, confers the 
Bailiwick of Southwark — then a vill, now a borough — upon 
the citizens.^ It was granted on the same day as the previous 
Great Charter of Liberties. 

Edward Ill's Third Charter, No. xxvi of this collection, 
was granted in March, A.D. 1337, with a view to quieting^ 
the apprehensions of the citizens of London, who were jealous 
of the encouragement given to foreigners. It declared* that 
the Privileges allowed to Merchant-Strangers should in no 
way affect the rights or liberties secured to the City by the 
Great Charter. 
Misoellaaeous The Liber Oustumarum contains the Latin text of a Char- 
M^Ul. ter* of this king, dated at Westminster, 26th of May, I5th 
year, A.D. 1341, reciting at length and "inspecting" (a) the 
confirmation charter* of his predecessor. King Edward II 
(No. xxn of this collection); and (6) other articles granted to 
the citizens on the same occasion.

Edward Ill's Fourth Charter, No. xxvii of this series, Fourth 
dated in June, A.D. 1354, shortly after the raging of pestilence Edward III. 
which decimated the inhabitants of London, grants the privi- 
leges^ of having maces of gold or silver carried before the 
Chief Magistrate. ^'Trifling as this distinction," says 
Noorthouck, ^^may appear, it becomes important when we 
find that all other cities and towns in the kingdom were, by 
a royal precept, expressly commanded not to use maces of 
any other metal than copper. It was on this occasion, pro- 
bably, that the Chief Magistrate began to be called Lord 
Mayor, as corresponding with the increase of dignity added 
to his public appearance."' The City made the king a sub- 
stantial return for their maces by raising, at the expense of the 
Corporation, five-and-twenty men-at-arms and five hundred 
archers, all in one livery, who were sent to the king's army, 
then acting against the French. 

No. xxvni of this collection of charters is the Fifth Charter Fifth 
granted (in November, A.D. 1366) by King Edward ILL to Ed^ III. 
the City of London. This Charter relates merely to the

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settling of disputes^ between the citizens, so far as the choice 
of aldermen is concerned ; which, it is to be observed, was at 
this time an annual election on the Feast of St. Gregory the 
Pope (12th .March). 

This was followed, after an interval of a very few days, by 
the Sixth and last Charter of this Ejng — December, a.d. 
1366. By^ this Charter, No. xxix, merchant strangers are 
allowed to lodge with freemen only. It also prohibits the 
merchant strangers from keeping houses and selling their 
goods by retail. 

Noorthouck reproduces the English translation of a letter 
from Edward III to the Mayor and Sheriffs of London, in 
favour of the merchants and others of Flanders and Lom- 
bardy, forbidding any injury to be done to them, upon pain 
of severe penalty. Dated in A.D. 1369. 

The extract from the only Charter of King Richard II 
contained in this collection. No. xxx, although not bearing 
date, must be attributed to the early years of the young 
king. Noorthouck^ states that tliough the City had failed in 
obtaining a Parliamentary confirmation of the late king's 
charter relating to merchant strangers, yet the House of 
Commons now joined in application to the Throne for that 
purpose; the suit was granted, and this Charter was obtained, 
which ordered that no foreigner should buy of or sell to any 
other foreigner within the City liberties. Soon afterwards 
the widows of citizens were by royal mandate exempted from 
the payment of tallages or contributions to the GK)vemment. 
This Charter,* thus made known to the citizens by proclama- 
tion of the Mayor, was esteemed of no small consequence 
towards establishing those rights and privileges of the citizens 
which had been so frequently and so unwarrantably violated 
by regal tyranny. 

"The citizens", says Luffman.* "having petitioned Parlia- 
ment for a confirmation of their charters, the said Parliament 
now inspected the Charters of Confirmation passed in the 
reigns of King Edward II and King Edward III, and by 
King Henry III, and also the Charter of Confirmation passed

in this reign. King Richard, by the consent of his Parliament, 
having recapitulated the aforesaid charters, concludes thus: — 

^^ ^ We in truth grant and confirm all the ordinances above- 
said, and also all articles and other things in all the charters 
and letters abovesaid, as well ours as of our progenitors afore- 
said, whatsoever be contained, rehearsed or opened, having 
freed them all and singular, at the instance and request of the 
commonalty of our realm of England in our present Parlia- 
ment, for the greater quiet and peace between our laws to be 
nourished, and for the public good, by the assent of the 
prelates, lords, and peers, by us, being in the same Parliament, 
for us and our heirs, as much as in us lies, to the citizens of the 
said city of our special grace by the tenour of these present let- 
ters we grant and confirm as the charters and letters abovesaid 
plainly witnessed: giving and granting at the instance and 
request aforesaid, with the assent aforesaid, and also by this 
Charter confirming for us and our heirs aforesaid, to the citizens, 
their heirs and successors, citizens of the said City, all the 
franchises and free usages as wholly and fuUy to be restored, 
as they or their predecessors in the time of our progenitors 
more fireely and fully had them, and although the said 
citizens or their predecessors, citizens of the same City, any 
of the franchises, quittances, grants, ordinances, articles, or 
free usages or other in the same charters or letters as is afore- 
said might have misused : nevertheless the said citizens, their 
heirs and successors, citizens of the aforesaid City^ all and 
singular the franchises, quittances, grants, ordinances, articles, 
free usages, and all manner of other things in these aforesaid 
charters and letters contained or not used, or also misused^ 
and each of them, from henceforth fully and freely may enjoy 
and use without occasion or letting of us, or of our heirs, or 
of our justices^ sheriffs or others our bailiffs or ministers 
whatsoever : any statutes or ordinances made, or any of our 
charters, or of our progenitors aforesaid in times past made 
and granted to the contrary notwithstanding. 

^' *• Moreover, at the instance and request aforesaid, we will, 
and by this our Charter confirm, that all manner of wines in 
the aforesaid City to be sold, and also victuallers, as well 
fishmongers as others, dwelling in the City and [coming] 
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to the said City from this time to come with victuals, shall 
be under the regulation and government of the Mayor and 
Aldermen of the said City, aa they were used to be in ancient 
time. 

"* Furthermore,^ wo order that the Mayor of the City 
from henceforth shall take no other oath than was taken by 
them in the time of King Edward III, our grandfather, [which] 
was used to [be] made at the Exchequer or other places, in 
any manner be compelled to do or make, any statutes or 
ordinances to the contrary notwithstanding. 

^* * Witness the worshipful Father William [Courtenay], etc. 
Given by our hand at Westminster, the twenty-sixth day of 
November, in the seventh year of our reign [a.D. 
1383].' '' 

On the 8th of March, in the seventh year of this king, 
A.D. 1384, a letter was directed* by Richard II to the Mayor 
and Commonalty of London, allowing, under certain con- 
ditions, the re-election of Aldermen at the expiration of their 
year of office. The Latin text is contained in Mr. Riley's 
edition of the Liber Custumarum.^ 

In the seventh year, also^ of Richard II, 1384, in accordance 
with a petition from the Commons to the Crown for another 
confirmation of the liberties of the City of London, a ch^er 
was passed reciting, by way of ^^ Inspeximus", the several 
charters of confirmation, and others passed in previous reigns, 
as also the Charter of Confirmation of the City liberties passed 
by the King himself in the first year of his reign.' This 
important concession^ produced a proclamation^ in April, 
' which forms No. xxxi of this collection, issued by the joint 
authority of the King and Sir Nicholas Brembre, Lord Mayor, 
in which is contained an exposition or definition of the gene- 
rally understood sense of the above-mentioned Parliamentary 
charter. 

The anonymous editor, "J. E.", prints, in his text of the

King Henry IV, dated on the 25th of May, in the first year 

of his reign, A.D. 1400. The following clause is contained in 

it: — "And^ moreover, of our ample grace we have granted 

for us and our heirs, as much as is, to the same citizens, 

their heirs and successors, as aforesaid, that they shall have 

the custody, as well of the gates of Newgate and Ludgate, 

as all the other gates and posterns of the same city ; and also 

the office of gathering of the tolls and customs in Cheap and 

Billingsgate and Smithfield, there rightfully to be taken and 

accustomed, and also the tronage, that is to say, the weighing 

of lead, wax, pepper, alum, madder, and other like wares, 

within the said City for ever; as by the said charters, 

amongst other things, more plainly may appear." 

In the Liber Custumarum^ is the Ijatin text of a grant by 
Henry IV to the Mayor, and Commonalty of London of 
power to arrest felons and malefactors in Southwark, and of 
waifs and estrays, and assay and assize of bread, wine, beer, 
etc. This bears date the 23rd day of July, in the seventh 
year, A.D. 14<56. 

Noorthouck gives a remarkable instance, under the year 
1438, of the means whereby the freedom of the City was 
shown to be gained by anyone who tarried within the walls 
for a year and a day without challenge.* To this, students of 
our laws may refer with advantage. 

In November, AJ). 1462, Edward IV granted his First First 
Charter to the City of London. Of this important document, E^^^aS ly. 
confirmatory of past charters and privileges, Noorthouck* 
and Luffman® write as follows: — "This Charter confirms the 
rights and liberties heretofore granted to the citizens by other 
charters, and also bestows on them the following privileges: — 
The Mayor, Recorder, and Aldermen past the chair are con- 
stituted Justices within the City in perpetuity ; they are also 
appointed Justices of Oyer and Terminer, for the trying 
of persons charged with committing felonies within the City.

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The Mayor and Aldermen are exempted by this Charter from 
serving in foreign assizes or juries, and from the offices of 
assessor, collector of taxes, or overseer or comptroller of all 
public duties without the City. The grant of the Borough of 
Southwark, with its appurtenances, is confirmed, with the 
right of waifs, strays, and treasure-trove, also to the goods 
and chattels of felons convicted within the same. It gives to 
the citizens the privilege of holding a Fair annually within 
the same, together with a " Pye Powder Court", at the ancient 
fee-farm rent of ten pounds per annum. 

Another Charter, No. xxxiii, was obtained from this king 
in August, A.D. 1463, which granted the tronage, weighing, 
and measuring of wool at Leadenhall, in consequence of 
which certain persons were appointed to regulate the prices 
under thitt grant. 

The Third Charter of King Edward IV to the City, granted 
in June a.d. 1478, conferred the power of acquiring lands, 
rents, etc., in mortmain to the annual value of two hundred 
marks. It appears^ by this Charter (No. xxxrv of the 
present series) that the citizens of London gave to the king 
the sum of one thousand nine hundred and twenty-three 
pounds nine shillings and eight pence for this liberty. 

By the Charter, known as the Fourth of King Edward IV 
(No. XXXV of this collection), granted also in June, A.D. 1478, 
the citizens' hold the offices of package, portage, garbling,^ 
gauging, wine-drawing and coroner within the City, to be 
held by them and their successors for ever — privileges which 
cost them the sum of seven thousand pounds, a considerable 
amount of money in the days of Edward IV. 

Henry Vllth's Charter, from which the extracts com- 
prising No. XXXVI are derived, cost the citizens^ no less a sum 
than five thousand marks. It is a confirmation of the charter 
of King Edward III, dated the 4th of December, in the 
fiftieth year of his reign (No. xxix); as also of one of Richard 
II, dated the 23rd of July, in the twentieth year of his 
reign, A.D. 1396. The principal objects of this deed were to

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restrain the encroachments of the foreign merchants upon 
the franchises and customs of the citizens, and to regulate 
the qualifications of brokers. 

In June, A.D. 1518, the Charter forming No. xxxvil of the ^^^^''^'' 
following collection was granted by King Henry VIII, forvill. 
removing the sessions^ from St. MartinVle-Grand, which, 
being out of the liberty ot the City, was found to be incon- 
venient, and thought detrimental to the honour of the City, 
to the GuildhaU. At this point in his work, Noorthouck 
puts on record some reflections apropos of the growth of 
trade, both in the City and immediately outside the limits, 
which are well worthy of perusal on the present occasion : — 

^^ Everything in this world is continually fluctuating ; 
Corporations had now answered the first end of their 
creation ; their exclusive privileges sheltered and protected 
artisans against the feudal claims; but that tyranny was now 
no more, and the limitations of these seminaries of traders 
began, under the increase of traffic, to operate to their dis- 
advantage. Strangers shut out of corporations settled round 
the walls, hence the trade without, being clear from municipal 
restrictions and burdens, grew formidable to the trade carried 
on within. This now began to be the case with London; 
foreigners to their jurisdiction, whether natives or not, were 
always regarded with a jealous antipathy,^ and were frequently 
sufferers by tumultuous violence. A remarkable instance of 
this nature happened in 1517, when the usual pastimes on 
May-day were converted, by the London servants and ap- 
prentices, watermen, and other working people into an out- 
rageous insurrection against foreigners. Preparatory to this 
commotion, one John Lincoln, a broker, engaged Dr. Bell, 
who was to preach a Spital sermon in Easter week, to inflame 
the people by a representation of the grievances the London 
artificers suffered from the strangers who settled round the 
City, and from the commerce carried on by foreign merchants. 
The heart-burnings thus excited discovering many indications

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of an approaching tumult, fiome riotouB persons were com- 
mitted to prison, and instructions given to the citizens to 
take care of their servants. Whether they were unable or 
unwilling to restrain their dependants is uncertain ; but on 
May eve the tumult began. The crowd gathered from all 
parts ; their companions were forcibly taken from prison, and 
then running to the out parts, they plundered and destroyed 
the houses and warehouses of. strangers and foreigners until 
the dawn of day. About three o'clock the mob began to 
disperse, and then the magistrates seized and committed about 
300 of them to several prisons. Cardinal Wolsey, who was 
then Minister, sent some forces into the City; but tlie dis- 
order being over, nothing remained but to punish those who 
had been secured for the parts they had acted in it." 
Second In April, A.D. 1531, the Second Charter* of King Henry 

Heniy VIII. VIII, forming No. XXXVIII of this series, was granted, whereby 
the office of Keeper of the Great Beam, or Common Balance 
of Weight, recently surrendered by Sir William Sidney, Kni. 
(who had held the office since June, a.d. 1521, in succession 
to William Stafford) to the king, was restored to the Corpora- 
tion of London, which had originally enjoyed the privilege of 
keeping the weights and beams under a Charter of King 
Edward II, in A.D. 1819 5 a Charter of Henry IV, in a.d. 1 400; 
and a confirmation of the same by Henry YIII in a.d. 1509. 
No. XXXIX of this collection reproduces the text of the Act 
of Common Council in A.D. 1588 to enforce the Statute 27 
Hen. VIII, c. 18 (a.d. 1535-6), for preserving the navigation 
of the river Thames by encouraging the removal of sand, 
gravel, and so forth lying in any shelf within the river, with^^ 
out charge to the removers; ordering the erection of iron 
gates along the waterside where any watercourse passes into 
the river, and prohibiting the casting of rubbish or refuse 
into the water. We learn from Noorthouck,* writing in 
1773, that this statute still remained then unrepealed, and by 
the complaints of the state of the river, unexecuted. 

In April, a.d. 1550, King Edward VI gave a Charter — 
which forms No. XL of the following collections — ^whereby the 
Manor of Bouthwark, and certain specified lands in South- 
wark and Surrey, were conveyed to the City.

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This Oharter^ grants to the citizens of London certain 
parcels of land in the borongh of Sonthwark^ and also in 
Saint George's Field, Newington, and Lambeth, in ^the 
connt J of Surrey. It appoints them Lord of the Manor of 
Southwark ; it gives them certain yearly rents in the said 
borough, with all waifs and strays, treasure found, deodands, 
etc., in the parishes of St. Saviour, St. George, St. Thomas, . 
and in Kent Street, Blackman Street, and Newington. It 
farther gives them the privilege of assize of bread, witie, 
beer, ale, and victuals intended for sale in the said borough. 
Likewise a fair for three days, also execution of writs, and 
arrest of felons. It authorises the citizens to impanel the 
men of Southwark on juries in the City, and to choose two 
coroners for the same. It appoints the Lord Mayor for the 
time being Escheator and Clerk of the Market. The City 
justices are hereby empowered to act therein, and the inha- 
bitants of the before^mentioned parishes and districts are 
declared subject to the City laws. The importance of this 
Charter, long and comprehensive as it is, cannot be over- 
rated. Its clauses should be carefully studied by all who 
desire to understand the exact manner of incorporation of 
the neighbouring borough of Southwark with the great 
City. 

It is followed by a proclamation. No. XLI of this collection, S?.®®? ., , 
made by Queen Elizabeth in July 1580, ^' against new Proclamation 
buildings in and about London." It appears' that the Lord 
Mayor made representations respecting the increase of build- 
ings as an affair from which bad consequences were to be - 
apprehended, not only to the City, but to the nation ; and 
it was thought expedient to prevent the laying of new foun- 
dations. The actual inconvenience of close dwellings, crowded 
with inmates, cannot be denied, and the contagious disorders 
which had so frequently arisen and raged were a fatal proof 
of it ; but, as the people had not then found out that opening 
the streets would enable them to live more healthily and com- 
modiously, which would have been the best motive for ex- 
tending the City, so the apprehensions expressed in the

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proclamation proceeded also from narrow views, and had the 
observance of the proclamation been stringentlj enforced, it 
would have led to great disturbance between the supply and 
demand of labour of all kinds. Noorthouck also lays stress 
upon the preservation of life by inoculation for small-pox, and 
the rebuilding of houses on a larger scale, as causes indirectly 
tending to the gradual growth of the metropolis about this 
period. London, vast as it is, still grows, and is probably 
three times as large now as it was in the sixteenth century. 
If we take the City to be a square, with a side of ten miles, 
this gives an area of a hundred square miles of houses. How 
long this increment may continue, cannot, perhaps, be fore- 
seen, but it may safely be predicted that when the growth 
becomes injurious it will, like all other natural evils, correct 
itself. 

The First Charter of King James 1, granted in August, A.D. 
1605 (No. XLii of this series), effectually secures to the 
citizens of London their right of metage of coals, grain, 
and salt ; also of apples, pears, and other fruits, which had 
been, previous to this grant, frequently a matter in dispute 
between the lieutenant of the Tower of London and the said 
citize:is.^ 

By the Second Charter, No. XLiii of the collection. King 
James 4 confirmed to the City of London, in September 
1608, all the ancient rights, privileges, and immunities of the 
citizens in the fullest manner ; and the precincts of the Duke's 
Place, St. Bartholomew the Great and the Less in West 
Smithfield, Black-Friars, White-Friars, and Cold Harbour or 
Herberge, in Thames Street, are added to the City's jurisdic- 
tion.^ 

By the Third Charter,* dated in September a.d. 1614 (No. 
XLlv), the king grants to the citizens of London the measuring 
and weighing of coals fromYenland to Staines Bridge,conipre- 
hending the whole port of Jjondon, allowing them eightpenoe 
per ton for such service, and forbids the unloading of coal 
vessels until notice be given to the mayor. 

The First Charter of King Charles I, No. XLV of this col-

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lection, is of an important and comprehensive character,* for ^»t Charter 
it embraces in its full form a large number of the previous 
Charters. LuiFmann remarks that by this Charter the citizens 
received a ratification in part of several former grants, 
among others, the restoration of all liberties and jurisdic- 
tions on the payment of the ancient fides. It authorises the 
three senior aldermen next the chair to be justices of the 
peace, previous to which time none but those who had filled 
the chair of mayoralty were eligible to that office. It 
entitles the mayor and aldermen before mentioned, and 
recorder, to hold sessions of the peace, to inquire concerning 
felonies, and take cognisance of all weights and measures, 
and also of all fines, forfeitures, etc., in the different courts 
of conservancy, and of all fines imposed by the Commis- 
sioners of Sewers, and of all houses, etc., erected on waste 
ground within the City or its liberties. It grants to the 
citizens Moorfields and West Smithfield, in free and common 
burgage, on consideration that the former shall not be built 
upon, but kept for common and public uses ; and that in the 
latter a fair and market shall be held. It gives also to the 
citizens the office of garbling of all merchandising: — the guaging 
of wines and oils: — the keepingof the great balanceor weight: — 
and the office of Common Crier in London and South- 
wark, with all fees annexed to the offices. It empowers the 
widows of freemen, so long as they shall continue the widows 
of such, to use and occupy manual arts and trades within the 
said City, and prohibits any market or markets from being 
held within seven miles of its boundaries. It authorises the 
mayor to nominate one justice of the peace for the county 
of Middlesex and another for the county of Surrey ; obliges 
merchants in the City and its vicinity to take up their free- 
dom ; confirms the establishment of the Court of Bequests 
stipulates the fees to be taken b}^ the clerk of that court, 
and points out his duty ; establishes a register-office of all 
pawns and sales ; appoints the mayor and commonalty to 
execute the office of register of retailing brokers, with an 
allowance of fees according to the annexed schedule; it 
givee* licence to the citizens to hang out signs from their

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houses ; and it finally grants Bethlem and St, Bartholomew's 
Hospitals to the mayor and citizens^ and appoints how the 
estates belonging thereto sbaU be applied.^ 
cTrtOT of ^^' ^^^^ ^^ *^® collection is the Second Charter of King 
CharieB I. Charles I, granted in the year 1640^ confirming the former 
rights, and adding a variety of other privileges of considerable 
importance. The ample schedule at the end of the deed is of 
great value as containing a large number of terms used in 
the trading community of the time, many of which are now 
disused or altered, and in some cases di£Scult of interpre- 
tation. (Ses Index.) 
Confirmation The confirmation of the City Charters by Charles II, which 
byCharlesll. forms No. XLVii of this series, dated in June, A.D. 1663, was 
granted by the king as an acknowledgment of the assistance 
afibrded by the Corporation of London towards his restora- 
tion, and other instances of loyalty. 
Prodamation No. XLVIH, dated in September, A.D. 1666, the Proolama- 
y ar 68 . ^.^^^ regulating the rebuilding of houses in the City after 
the great Fire of London, is of considerable interest, and 
indirectly throws great light upon the condition of the City 
before that catastrophe took place. This event, although it 
occasioned great temporary distress, yet afforded an oppor- 
tunity of restoring the City with greater uniformity, con- 
venience, and, as far as the lights of the period went, with 
greater regard to sanitary and hygienic principles than could 
have been expected in a city of progressive growth. Thus 
the narrow, tortuous, and difficult passages, the dark, close, 
and ill-contrived houses, the projecting upper stories, primi- 
tive but objectionable customs, unwholesome air, and predis- 
position to epidemics, gave way to regular arrangement of 
streets, better arrangements of houses and rooms, improve- 
ments in drainage and ventilation, and sweeter air, which 
undoubtedly bore good fruit in many ways. 
Confirmation The next document. No. Xiix, is the confirmation, in May, 
of Common' '^•^' 1667, of the order of Common Council for laying new 
Council. foundations and widening the streets after the fire, the dis- 
putes occasioned by the obliteration of many of the boundaries 
of property having been adjusted without much difficulty,

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and the limits of the various claims satisfactorily ascertained 
by a Court of Judicature appointed for the purpose. 

The next document of this series, No. li, dated in October, ^^^ ^^ 
A.D. 1671, resulted from a statute^ by which the sole power Council for 
of regulating, maintaining, ^* pitching", and paving the gcayen-**^^ 
streets of London, and of making and clearing the drains ffering. 
and sewers, was vested in the mayor, commonalty, and 
citizens, to be executed by the appointment of the Corpora- 
tion, who were empowered to levy a tax on houses for the 
charges thereof.* By virtue of these powers, the Court of 
Common Council collected, into the act of which this docu- 
ment gives the text, the several customs, rules, and orders 
relating to paving and cleansing the streets, and preventing 
nuisances in passages, subject to the jurisdiction of the 
Court. 

No. LI is the text of the act of Common Council of 20th ^o** of 
June, A.D. 1678, made with a view of supplying the defects Council, 1678. 
of former laws and regulations for the sale of woollen goods 
at Blackwell Hall,' Leaden Hall, and Welsh Hall. 

Notwithstanding^ the strict and solemn engagement of 
King Charles II, as expressed in his Charters, to preserve 
the City of London in her rights and privileges, ^^it happened, 
when the City, in the years 1682-3, opposed the measures of 
the Duke of York, who, it was believed, had threatened, if 
ever he came to the throne of these kingdoms^ to enthral 
it into slavery, which aU the subjects of the kingdoms are in 
to the Pope, that the king, intending to be revenged on the 
magistracy of London for thus opposing the succession of his 
brother to the Crown of England, issued out a commission to 
try the authors of the disorder which attended the election of 
sheriiFs the last year, which disorder in the commission was 
called a^^ riotous and unlawful assembly'^, and aggravated as 
much as a thing of such little moment could admit of ; for 
fourteen aldermen and substantial citizens, the leaders of tho 
** Whigs", were all tried and condemned in great fines. The

vent a qiio warranto from being brought by the king against 
the City, which was urged at length (given in full in J, E.^ 
p. 177), and adjudged Mich. Terra, 83 Car. II, in Banco 
Regis, Hot. 137. Sir Robert Sawyer, Knt., Attorney-General, 
against the Lord Mayor and Commonalty and Citizens of 
liondon." 

The arguments were taken in the Court of King's Bench, 
Mich. Term, 1 682 ; Hil. and Easter, 1683. In Trinity 
Term next the judges Jones, Raymond, and Withers 
pronounced the judgment of that Court : — " That the fran- 
chises of the City of London should be seized into the king's 
hands." 

Noorthouck's^ account of the matter is as follows : — " A 
writ of quo warranto^ that is an inquiry into the validity of 
its charter, was issued against the City, which was argued at 
Hilary and Easter terms; and in Trinity term, June 12th, 
the Charter of the City was declared forfeited; but after 
sentence, the Attorney-General moved, contrary to custom, 
that judgment might not be recorded. A Common Council 
was called to deliberate on this exigency, when a total sub- 
mission to his majesty, and a petition abject in the terms of 
it, imploring his princely compassion, were agreed on by a 
great majority, and carried to Windsor, on the 1 8th, by the 
Lord Mayor, at the head of a deputation from the Council. 
North, the lord-keeper, by the king's order, after reproa^jhing 
them for not having been more early in their application, 
told them that his majesty would not reject their suit on the 
following conditions : — - 

1. "That no Lord Y "or. Sheriff, Recorder, Common- 
Serjeant, Town Clerk, or . ^*oner of the City of London^ or 
Steward of the Borough of Southwark, shall be capable of, or 
admitted to, the exercise of their respective offices, before his 
Majesty shall have approved them under his sign manual." 

2. " That, if his Majesty shall disapprove the choice of any 
person to be Lord Mayor, and signify the same under his sign 
manual to the Lord Mayor, or in default of a Lord Mayor, to 
the Recorder, or Senior Alderman ; the Citizens shall within

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one week proceed to a new choice ; and if his Majesty shall 
in like manner disapprove the second choice, his Majesty may, 
if he please, nominate a person to be Lord Mayor for the 
ensuing year." 

3. " If his Majesty shall, in like manner, disapprove the 
persons chosen to be Sheriffs, or either of them, his Majesty 
may appoint persons to be Sheriffs for the ensuing year, by 
his commission, if he so please." 

4. " That the Lord Mayor and Court of Aldermen may 
also, with the leave of his Majesty, displace any Alderman, 
Recorder, etc., ut supra.^^ 

5. " Upon the election of an Alderman, if the Court of 
Aldermen shall judge and declare the person presented to be 
unfit, the ward shall choos^ again ; and upon a disapproval of 
a second choice, the Court may appoint another in his room." 

6. " The Justices of the Peace are to be by the King's 
Commission ; and the settling of these matters to be lefl to 
his Majesty's Attorney and Solicitor-General, and Council 
learned in law." 

He told them withal that the Attorney-General had 
received orders to enter upon judgment on the next Saturday, 
unless the Common Council prevented it by an assent to all 
these particulars. 

On the return of the Lord Mayor and his attendants, a 
Common Council met to determine on the acceptance of these 
stipulations, and violent debates ensued on the question ; 
the friends of liberty declared they would sacrifice all that 
was dear to them rather than yield to such vile, slavish con- 
ditions ; nevertheless, the acceptance of them was at length 
carried by a majority of eighteen ^ ^ous as these conditions 
were, which divested the citizens or^the appointment of their 
magistrates, their most valuable privilege, the security of all 
the rest, they remained under them until the revolution. 
Some few Corporations, terrified by the proceedings against 
London, the tendency of which was too notorious to be mis- 
taken, had surrendered their Charters before this judgment ; 
but after that event, they almost all did so, to the great 
triumph of the Court. Considerable sums were exacted for 
restoring them; but the Crown retained the disposal of all 
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offices of trust, and had now established a precedent which 
overturned the security of all national liberty. The other 
historians of London write in similar terms. 

^' Thus," says Luflfnian,^ " were the citizens deprived of 
their liberty by an arbitrary monarch through the means of 
his tyrannical brother. However, this triumph was of very 
short duration. King Charles dying in February^ a.d. 
1685, the bigoted and gloomy-minded James succeeded to 
the Crown ; his strides to establish the Boman Catholic reli- 
gion were made with such precipitation as to become the 
means of his overthrow." But the king no sooner heard 
that it was the intention of the Prince of Orange, his son-in- 
law, to come to England, than he promised the citizens a 
restoration of their Charter, and finding things hastening to 
a crisis, sent the Lord Chancellor, ^Hhe bloody Jeflferies", 
with the City Charters and some grants under the Great Seal 
for restoring the same, which he delivered to the Court of 
Cusfcos and Assistants *then sitting in the Council Chamber 
of the Guildhall, on the 6th of October, a.d. 1688. 
Statute No, Lii represents the text of the Statute of 2 William and 

Ju^maiton Miary, cap. 8, a.d. 1690, vacating the judgments on the quo 
the Quo warranto against the City of London, and confirming all the 
privileges of the Corporation. By this^ national act every 
judgment given and recorded for seizing the franchises of 
the City was reversed and made void, and vacates entered 
on the Bolls, and it was thereby formally declared that the 
mayor, commonalty, and citizens of the City of Loudon did 
remain a body politic by the name of Mayor and Commonalty 
of the City of London, and to have and enjoy all their rights 
and charters, and that all charters, letters patent, and so 
forth, concerning any of the liberties, lands, and tenements, 
rights, titles, etc., made since the said judgments by the late 
Kings Charles and James, were thereby declared void. Also 
the officers, companies, and Corporations were restored. This 
statute is the last confirmation of the rights and privileges 
of the citizens of London included in the present collection. 

The next and last documents. No. un, for regulating 
elections and preserving the peace ; No. Liv, the Charter of

Act of Common Council, passed in 1750, for licensing 
foreigners to work in the City of London, are sufficiently 
clear to everyone, and need no further notice on this occasion. 
As regards the last-mentioned document, it has been stated 
by many writers that numerous disputes arose regarding the 
employment of foreigners or non-freemen in the City^ conse- 
quently a committee of aldermen and others was appointed 
to examine into the merits of the complaints on both sides 
between masters and journeymen freemen, and this Act is 
based upon the reports of that body. 

Most of the originals of these Charters are in the possession 
of the Corporation, and the early ones are carefully preserved 
in the Town Clerk's office, under glass and in cases ingeniously 
contrived with a view to ventilation and prevention from 
handling. The originals of some, however, are, unfortu- 
nately, not known to exist. 

The early numbers are written in a very elegant hand- 
writing, and are remarkable for the beautifril condition of 
their seals. It has been stated in a tract of the Liberties of 
the City, attributed to Sir Henry Calthorpe, Knt., written 
in A.D. 1642 (p. 15), that the signature of King John is on 
one of the Charters of the 17th June, A.D,, 1199 (see Nos. 
VII and vm). This does not appear to be the case, as far as 
may be observed by inspection of the Charter itself, unless it be 
under the flap folded over the lower margin of the document. 
If the signature or mark of the king should be found to be 
there, it will be a very remarkable fact, for, notwithstanding 
a few isolated examples of actual handwriting or marks, 
such as the crosses asserted to have been made^ by William 
the Conqueror and Henry I,^ and the genuine signature of

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Richard Tocliffe, Bishop of Winchester, A.I). IISS, among 
the Harley Charters (43, i, 38) in the British Museum, 
the earliest genuine handwriting of a king is probably that 
of Richard 11, in the British Museum, Cotton MS., Ves- 
pasian, F. Ill, fol. 3 ; Egerton MS., 616, fol. 1 ; and the Stowe 
Collection, lately acquired from the Earl of Ashburnham 
by the trustees of the British Museum, containing a few 
h'nes of writing by Henry IV, when he was Earl of Derby, 
during the lifetime of Richard II. 

Charters, according to Luffman, are the great bond of 
society, conferring liberty and security.

Charters have been in an eminent degree the cause 
of that wonderful extension of commerce for which Britain 
stands unrivalled. Charters, finally, in this island at least, 
do not militate against the general good or favour oppressive 
monopoly — evils which some men have ascribed to them.

toms ; so that the strangers that shall be lodged in

money) ; and further there shall be no more misken- 
ning in the hustings, nor in the folkmote, nor in 
any other pleas within the city; and the hustings 
may sit once in a week, that is to say, on Monday :

HENRY, by the grace of God, king of England, 
lord of Ireland, and duke of Guienne ; to all 
men, greeting. 

Know ye, that in consideration of twenty thousand 
marks, paid to us by our citizens of London, as an 
atonement for their great crimes and misdemeanours 
committed against us, our royal consort, our royal 
brother Richard, king of the Romans, and our dear 
son Edward : that we have and do by these presents 
remit, forgive, and acquit, for us and our heirs, the 
citizens of London, and their heirs, of all crimes 
and trespasses whatsoever; and that the said citizens, 
as formerly, shall enjoy all their rights and liberties ; 
and that from Christmas last they shall and may 
receive the rents and profits of all their lands and 
tenements whatsoever : and also, that the said citizens 
shall have all the goods and chattels of such criminals 
as have or shall be indicted on account of the late 
rebellion ; except the goods and chattels of the per- 
sons already mentioned, which we have given to our 
son Edward ; and also, all the lands and tenements 
that shall escheat to us, by reason of the foresaid 
rebellion. And we likewise grant, that all the citizens 
confined in our several prisons shall be discharged ; 
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except those given as pledges to our son Edward for 
his prisoners, and those for citizens that are fled. 

In witness whereof we have made these letters 
patent.

["ENRY, by the grace of God, king of England, 
lord of Ireland, duke of Aquitaine ; to his arch- 
bishops, bishops, abbots, priors, earls, barons, sheriffs, 
justices, rulers, ministers, and all bailiffs, and his 
faithful subjects, greeting. 

Know ye, that we have granted to our citizens of 
London, for us and our heirs, whom of late we have 
received again into our grace and favour, after divers 
trespasses and forfeitures of them and their com- 
monalty to us made, for the which, both for life and 
member, and all other things belonging to the said 
city, they have submitted themselves to our will. 
None com- that nouc of them be compelled to plead out of the 
plead out of walls of the said city, for any thing except foreign 
the city. tenures, and except our moneyers and officers, and 
except those things which shall happen to be done 
against our peace, which according to the common 
law of our realm, are wont to be determined in the 
parts where those trespasses were done ; and except 
pleas concerning merchandises, which are wont to 
Law- be determined according to the law-merchant in 

boroughs and fairs, so yet notwithstanding that 
those plaints be determined in the boroughs and 
fairs, by four or five of the said citizens of London, 
who shall be there present; saving to us the amer- 
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ciaraents in any wise coming, which they shall faith- 
fully answer us and our heirs, upon pain of grievous 
forfeitures. 

We have also granted to our same citizens acquittal Acqmttai of 
of murder in the said city and in portsoken; and 
that none of the said citizens may wage battle ; and 
that for the pleas belonging to the crown, chiefly 
those which may chance within the said city and 
suburbs thereof, they may discharge themselves ac- 
cording to the ancient custom of the said city ; this 
notwithstanding except, that upon the graves of the^^^®^*^« 
dead, for that which they should have said, if they 
had lived, it shall not be lawful precisely to swear ; 
but in place of those deceased, who before their death 
had been elected to discharge those who for the 
things belonging to the crown, were appealed or 
accased, other free and lawful men may be chosen, 
who may do and accomplish the same without 
delay, which, by the deceased should have been done, 
if they had lived ; and that within the walls of the 
city and in portsoken none may take lodgings by 
force, or delivery of the marshal. 

We have also granted to our said citizens through- 
out all our dominions, wheresoever they come to dwell 
with their merchandizes and things, and also through- 
out all the sea-ports, as well on this side as beyond 
the seas, they shall be free of all toll and lastage, and Free of toU 
of all customs, except everywhere our due and^. "**^®' 
ancient custom and prices of wines; that is to say, what is due 
one tun before the mast, and of one other behind the ^ ^^ ^iDg. 
mast, at twenty shillings the tun, to be paid in such 
form as we and our ancestors have been accustomed 
to have the said prices; and if any in any of our 
lands, on this side or beyond the seas, or in the ports 
of the said sea, on this side or beyond the seas, shall 
take of the men of London toll, or any custom, con- 
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trary to this our grant (except the aforesaid prices) 
after he shall fail of right, the sheriff may take goods 
therefor at London, 
f wtlek^^"^ We have also granted to them, that the hustings 
might be kept in every week once the week, and that 
only for one day ; or as notwithstanding that those 
things within the same day cannot be determined, 
may continue till next morning, and no longer; and 
that right be holden to them for their lands and 
tenures within the same city, according to the cus- 
tom of the said city ; so as nevertheless, that as well 
foreigners as others may make their attorneys, as 
well in pleading as defending, as elsewhere in our 
courts; and they may not be questioned as mis- 
kenning iu any their pleas ; that is to say, if they 
have not declared altogether well ; and of all their 
debts which were lent at London, and promises there 
made, pleas be there holden, according to the just 
and ancient custom. 
Acquittal of Furthermore, we do also grant, toward the amend- 
jwMgSn^* ment of the aforesaid city, that all be quit of child- 
andBootaie. ^^e and jeresgivc, and from scotale; so that our 
sheriffis of London, nor any other bailiff, shall not 
make any scotale: and also, that the said citizens 
may justly have and hold their lands, tenures or 
promises; and also their debts, whosoever do owe 
^f?*»f^. them ; and that no merchant or other do meet any

merchants coming by land or by water, with their 
merchandises or victuals, towards the city, to buy or 
sell again, till they come to the said city, and there 
have put the same to sale, upon the forfeiture of the 
things brought, and pain of imprisonment; from 
whence he shall not escape without great punish- 
ment: and that none shew out their wares to sell, 
S^i^^ ^ ^ who owe any custom, until the custom thereof be 
levied, without great punishment, and upon pain or 
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forfeiture of all that commodity of him that happens 
to do otherwise : and that no merchant stranger or 
other, may buy or sell any wares, which ought to be ^^J^at 
weighed or troned, unless by our beams or trone, the king's 
upon forfeiture of the said wares. 

Moreover, those debts, which of their contracts or Debts to be 
loans shall be due unto them, they may cause to be the ex. 
enrolled in our exchequer, for the more surety of *^'^®**'*®'^* 
them, upon the recognizance of those who shall stand 
bound unto them in the said debts ; so as neverthe- 
less that no debts be enrolled upon the recognizance 
of any person who is not there known ; or unless it 
be manifested concerning his person by the testimony 
of six or four lawful men, who be sufficient to 
answer as well for the debt as for the damages 
which any may have of such recognizances, if the 
same happen to be falsely done under their names : 
and for every pound to be enrolled in the exchequer, 
one penny to be paid to our use, for the charge of jJ^^J^^^ 
sustentation of those who must attend to such en- enrolment, 
rolling. 

These liberties and free customs we grant to 
them, to hold to them and their heirs, so long as 
they shall well and faithfully behave themselves to 
us and our heirs, together with all their just and 
reasonable customs, which in time of us and our 
predecessors heretofore they have had, as well for 
manner of pleading of their tenures, debts, and 
promises, as for all other causes whatsoever, con- 
cerning both them and the same city : so long as the 
customs be not contrary to right, law and justice ; 
saving in all things the liberty of the church of 
Westminster to the abbots and monks of the same 
place, to them granted by the charters of us and our 
predecessors, kings of England : but, as touching our 
Jews and merchant strangers, and other things out 
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of our foresaid grant touching us or our said city, 
we and our heirs shall provide as to us shall seem 
expedient.

Know ye, that whereas our beloved and faithful ^® *^*^y- 
the mayor and aldermen, and the other citizens 
of our city of London, had lately ordained and 
appointed among themselves, for the bettering of the 
same city, and for the common benefit of such as 
dwell in that city, and resort to the same, certain 
things to be in the same city perpetually observed, 
and had instantly besought us that we would take 
care to accept and confirm the same. 

We having seen certain letters, patentwise, signed 
with the common seal of that city, and the seal of 
the office of the mayoralty of that city, upon the pre- 
mises, and to us exhibited, have caused certain 
articles to be chosen out of the foresaid letters, and 
caused them in some things to be corrected, as they 
are underneath inserted, viz. 

1. That the mayor and sheriffs of the same city Mayor to be 
be elected by the citizens of the said city, according annuaUy.

to the tenor of the charters of our progenitors, here- 
tofore kings of England, made to them thereby, and 
no otherwise. 

2. That the mayor remain only one year together 
in his mayoralty. 

3. That sheriffs have hut two clerks and two Ser- 
jeants ; and that they take such for whom they will 
answer. 

4. That the mayor have no other office belonging 
to the city, but the office of mayoralty ; nor draw 
to himself the sheriffs' plea in the chamber of 
London, nor hold other pleas than those the mayor, 
according to ancient custom, ought to hold. 

5. That the aldermen be removed from year to 
year, on the day of St. Gregory the Pope, and not re- 
elected; and others chosen by the same wards. 

6. That tallages or aids henceforth to be assessed 
for the kiiig's business, or for the state and benefit of 
the city, after they shall be assessed by the men of 
the wards elected and deputed for this, be not in- 
creased or heightened but by the common consent of 
the mayor and commonalty.

the indemnity of the said mayor and men of our city 
of London in this behalf, have granted to them for 
us and our heirs, that the said aids, to us so thank- 
fully done, shall not be prejudicial to the said mayor 
and good men, their heirs and successors, nor shall 
they be drawn into consequent for time to come. In 
witness whereof we have caused these our letters to 
be made patent.

EDWARD, by the grace of God, king of England, 
lord of Ireland, and duke of Aquitaine ; to his 
archbishops, bishops, abbots, priors, earls, barons, 
justices, sheriffs, rulers, ministers, and other his 
bailiffs and faithful subjects, greeting. 

Know ye, that we for the bettering of our city of 
London, and for the good and laudable service which 
our beloved mayor, aldermen and commonalty of the 
said city heretofore have often done to us and our 
progenitors, with the assent of the aforesaid earls, 
barons, and all the commonalty of our realm, being 
called to this our present parliament at Westminster, 
have granted, and by this our charter, for us and 
our heirs, confirmed to the citizens of the aforesaid 
city, the liberties here underwritten, to have and to 
hold to them and their heirs and successors for ever. 

First, whereas in the great charter of the liberties 
of England it is contained, that the city of London 
have all their ancient liberties and customs ; and the

city and elsewhere, have committed manslaughters, 
robberies, and divers other felonies, privily departing 
from the said city, after those felonies committed, 
into the village of Southwark, where they cannot be 
attached by the ministers of the said city, and there 
are openly received: and so for default of due 
punishment are more bold to commit such felonies ; 
and they have besought us, that, for the confirma- 
tion of our peace within the said city, bridling the 
-wickedness of the said malefactors, we would grant 
unto them the said village, to have to them, their 
heirs and successors, for ever, for the farm and rent 
therefor yearly due to us, to be yearly paid at our 
exchequer: We, having consideration to the pre- 
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inises, with the assent of the prelates, earls, barons, 
and commonalty, being in our present parliament 
aforesaid, have granted, for us and our heirs, to the 
said citizens, the said village of Southwark, with the 
appurtenances, to have and to hold, to them and 
their heirs and successors, citizens of the same city, 
of us and our heirs for ever, to pay to us by the 
year, at the exchequer of us and our heirs for ever, 
at the accustomed times, the farms therefor due 
and accustomed.

That 
all merchant strangers and English-born, and every 
of them, of what estate or condition soever, who 
would buy or sell corn, wine, ponderable^ wares, fish 
or other victuals, wool, cloth, wares, or other ven- 
dible things whatsoever, wheresoever they were, 
either in cities, towns, boroughs, ports of the sea, 
fairs, markets, or other places in the realm, whether 
within liberties or without, might without impedi- 
ment freely sell the same victuals or wares, to wliom 
they would, as well to foreigners as English-born, 
the enemies to us and our realm only excepted; 
notwithstanding of the charters of liberties to any 
cities or places aforesaid, granted to the contrary, or 
custom or judgment upon the said charters, as in the 
foresaid state is more plainly contained ; yet never- 
theless, because in the statutes, as well in our said

And now our well-beloved subjects, 
the mayor, aldermen and other citizens of the said 
city, have humbly besought us and our council in 
the last parliament by their petition exhibited in 
these words :

IT is proclaimed, on the part of the lord our king, 
and of the mayor of the city of London, by 
virtue of the confirmation and concession made by 
the said lord king, concerning the liberties and 
ancient customs of the said city, as well by charters 
of the kings of England granted unto them, as 
without charters, that it may be made known to all 
foreigners concerning the following liberties of the 
said citizens, especially touching as well the said 
foreigners as the citizens of the city aforesaid : 

So that no summons, attachment, or execution be 
made by any ministers or oflGicers of the lord the 
king, or of his heirs, either with or without a war- 
rant, within the liberties of the city aforesaid, but 
by the officers of the city only. 

Also the same lord our king has, out of his special 
grace, by his charter granted and confirmed, as will 
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fully appear by having recourse to the said charters 
and letters, the gifts, grants, confirmations, innova- 
tions, and the ordinances aforesaid ; and also all the 
articles, and all other and every thing contained, 
recited, explained in all the charters and letters as 
well of him the lord the king, as any of his proge- 
nitors ; ratifying and granting all and each thereof, 
at the instance and request of the Commons of the 
realm of England, in his last parliament, for the 
nourishing greater quiet and peace among his liege 
subjects, and for the public good, arid by and with 
the assent of the prelates, lords, nobility, and great 
men, assisting him in the same parliament, for him- 
self and his heirs, as much as in him lies, to the 
citizens of the aforesaid city, and to their heirs and 
successors, citizens of the same city. 

Also the same our lord the king has further 
granted, at the instance and request as aforesaid, and 
by the assent aforesaid, and also by his own charters 
confirmed, for himself and his heirs aforesaid, that 
the aforesaid citizens, and their successors, citizens of 
the city aforesaid, shall be as entirely and fully 
restored to all their liberties and free customs as 
ever they or their predecessors have at any time more 
freely and fully enjoyed the same under the prede- 
cessors of him the lord king. 

Also the same the lord our king willeth, that, 
although the same citizens, or their predecessors, 
citizens of the city aforesaid, have not, on any occa- 
sion whatsoever, hitherto fully used any or either of 
the liberties, acquittances, grants, ordinances, articles, 
or free customs, or other things granted in the said 
charters or letters, or perhaps have abused any or all 
of the acquittances, grants, ordinances, articles, or 
free customs, or any other things, in the same char- 
ters or letters, as aforesaid, contained; nevertheless, 
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the same citizens and their heirs and successors, 
citizens of the city aforesaid, may for the future 
fully enjoy and use all and singular the liberties, 
acquittances, grants, ordinances, articles, free cus- 
toms, and whatsoever else is contained in the char- 
ters and letters aforesaid, whether the same were not 
used, or perhaps abused, and every one of them,

wares, until of late past time they were troubled or 
molested.

Slct Of Common Councfl in 1538, 

To enforce the Statute 27 Hen. VIII, c. 18, for 
preserving the Navigation of the River Thames. 



WHEREAS, by a statute made in the twenty- 
seventh year of the reign of our sovereign lord 
king Henry the eighth, for reformation of the river 
of Thames, among other abuses, by casting in dung 
and other filth, many great shelves, and other risings, 
have of late grown and been made within the said 
river ; by reason whereof many great breaches have 
ensued by occasion thereof, which of like shall be the 
occasion of the utter ' destruction of the said river, 
unless that the same law be put in due execution, 
according to the true intent and meaning thereof : 

Wherefore, for a future reformation of the same, 
and to the intent that the said good and wholesome 
statute may be put in more execution, and better 
knowledge of the people : 
Permisaion It is enacted, by the authority of this common 
Band,™etc? council, that proclamation may be made within this 
city, and the same to be put in writing, and tables 
thereof made, and set up in divers places of this city, 
that it shall be lawful to every person or persons, to 
dig, carry away, and take away sand, gravel, or any 
rubbish, earth, or anything lying and being in any 
shelf or shelves, within the said river of Thames, 
without let or interruption of any person or persons, 
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and without paying anything for the same ; and after 
that to sell the same away, or otherwise occupy or 
dispose of the said gravel, sand, or other thing, at 
their free liberty and pleasure. 

And that all paviours, bricklayers, tilers, masons, 
and all others that occupy sand or gravel, shall en- 
deavour themselves, with all diligence, to occupy the 
said sand or gravel, and none other, paying for the 
same reasonably, as they should or ought to pay for 
other sand or gravel digged out of other men's 
grounds about the said city, which after is filled again 
with many iilthy things, to the great infection of the 
inhabitants of the said city, and all others repairing 
unto the same : and further that humble suit be 
made to the king's highness, that all persons, having 
lands or tenements along the river side, upon certain 
pain, by his highness and the lords of his honourable 
council to be limited, shall well and sufficiently re- 
pair and maintain all the walls and banks adjoining 
unto their said lands, that so the water may not, nor 
shall break in upon the same ; and the same to be 
continued till the time the said noble river be brought 
again to its old course and former state. 

And that strong gates of iron, along the waterside, iron gatee to 
and also by the street-side, where any watercourse is ® ®^^ • 
had into the said Thames, be made by the inhabitants 
of every ward, so along the said water, as of old times 
has been accustomed ; and that every grate be in 
height twenty-four inches at the least, as the place 
shall need; and, in breadth, one from another one 
inch ; and the same to be done with all expedition 
and speed. 

And, if the occupiers of the said lands and tenements 
make default contrary to the ordinance aforesaid, or 
else if any person or persons in great rains; or other 
times, sweep their soilage or filth oif their houses 
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into the channel, and the same afterwards is conve5'ed 
^iiate^the ^^*^ *^® Thames, every person so offending shall 
river to be forfeit for every such default one shilling and eight 
pence ; and that, upon complaint to be made to any 
constable next adjoining to the said place where any 
such default shall be found, it shall be lawful for the 
said constable, or his sufficient deputy, for the time 
being, from time to time, to distrain for the said 
offence, and to retain the same irreplagiable. And 
a like law to be observed and kept, and like penalty 
to be paid, by every person that burns rushes and 
straw in their houses, or washes in the common streets 
or lanes, and to be recovered as aforesaid ; and the 
one moiety thereof to be to the mayor and common- 
alty, and the other moiety to be divided betwixt the 
said constable that taketh pain and the party finder 
of the said default. And if the constable, or his 
deputy, refuse to do his duty, according to the true 
meaning of this act, that then the constable, or his 
deputy, which shall so refuse to do his duty, as 
aforesaid, shall forfeit and pay for every time so 
offending three shillings and four pence; and the 
same penalty of the constable, to be recovered and 
obtained by distress irreplagiable, to be taken by any 
of the officers of the chamber of London, to the use 
of the mayor and commonalty of London. And 
further, that no person or persons, having any wharf 
or house by the waterside, make their lay-stalls 
where the common rakers of this city use to repose 
and lay all their soilage, to be carried away by them 
with their dung boats ; and that the said rakers shall 
lay their said dung, carried in their said dung boats, 
at such convenient place or places, as shall be appointed 
by the lord mayor of London, for the time being, with 
the advice of his brethren, the aldermen of the same, 
and at no other place or places, upon pain to forfeit 
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for every such default five pounds, to be recovered in 
any of the king's courts Avithin the city of London, 
by bill, plaint, moiety of debt, or information, by any 
person that will or shall sue for the same ; the one 
moiety thereof to be unto the mayor and commonalty 
of London, and the other moiety to him or them that 
will or shall sue for the same ; in which actions or 
suits, no wager of law or essoign shall be allowed.

THE Queen's Majesty perceiving the state of the 
city of London (being anciently termed her 
chamber) and the suburbs and confines thereof to 
increase daily, by access of people to inhabit in the 
same, in such ample sort, as thereby many incon- 
veniencies are seen already, but many greater of 
necessity like to follow, being such as her majesty 
cannot neglect to remedy, having the principal care, 
under Almighty God, to foresee aforehand, to have her 
people in such a city and confines not only well 
governed by ordinary justice, to serve God and obey 
her majesty (which by reason of such multitudes 
lately increased, can hardly be done without devise 
of more new jurisdictions and officers for that pur- 
pose), but to be also provided of sustentation of victual, 
food, and other like necessaries for man's life, upon 
reasonable prices, without which no city can long 
continue. 

And finally, to the preservation of her people in 
health, which may seem impossible to continue, though 
presently, by God's goodness, the same is perceived 
to be in better estate universally, than hath been in 
man's memory ; yet where there are such great mul- 
titudes of people brought to inhabit in small rooms. 
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whereof a great part are seen very poor, yea, such as 
must live of begging, or by worse means, and they 
heaped up together, and in a sort smothered with 
many families of children and servants in one 
house or small tenement ; it must needs follow, if any 
plague or popular sickness should, by God's per- 
mission, enter amongst those multitudes, that the 
same would not only spread itself, and invade the 
whole city and confines, but that a great mortality 
would ensue the same, where her majesty's personal 
presence is many times required: besides [by] the greal 
confluence of people from all parts of the realm, by 
reason of the ordinary terms of justice there holden, 
the infection would be also dispersed through all 
other parts of the realm, to the manifest danger of 
the whole body thereof; out of the which neither 
her majesty's own person can be (but by God's special 
ordinance) exempted, nor any other, whatsoever 
they be. 

For remedy whereof, as time may now serve, until 
by some further good order [to] be had in parliament 
or otherwise the same may be remedied ; her majesty, 
by good and deliberate advice of her council, and 
being also thereto moved by the considerate opinions 
of the lord mayor, aldermen, and other the grave 
wise men in and about the city, doth charge and 
strictly command all manner of persons, of what 
quality soever they be, to desist and forbear from 
any new buildings of any house or tenement within 
three miles from any of the gates of the said city of 
London, to serve for habitation or lodging for any 
person, where no former house hath been known to 
have been in the memory of such as are now living ; 
and also to forbear from letting or setting, or suffering 
any more families than one only to be placed, or to 
inhabit from henceforth in any one house that here- 
tofore hath been inhabited. 
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And to the intent this her majesty's royal com- 
mandment and necessary provision may take place, 
and be duly observed, for so universal a benefit to 
the whole body of the realm, for whose respects all 
particular persons are bound, by God's law and man's 
to forbear from their particular and extraordinary 
lucre; her majesty strictly chargeth the lord mayor 
of the city of London, and all other officers having 
authority in the same, and also all justices of peace, 
lords and bailiffs of liberties not being within the 
jurisdiction of the said lord mayor of London, to 
foresee that no person do begin to prepare any foun- 
dation for any new house, tenement, or building, to 
serve to receive or hold any inhabitants to dwell or 
lodge, or to use any victualling therein, where no 
former habitation hath been in the memory of such 
as now do live ; but that they be prohibited and re- 
strained so to do. An.d both the persons that shall so 
attempt to the contrary, and all manner of workmen 
that shall (after warning given) continue in any such 
work tending to such new buildings, to be com- 
mitted to close prison, and there to remain without 
bail, until they find good sureties, with bonds for 
reasonable sums of money (to be forfeitable and 
recoverable at her majesty's suit, for the use of the 
hospitals in and about the said city) that they will 
not at any time hereafter attempt the like. 

And further the said officers shall seize all manner 
of stuflF, so (after warning given) brought to the place 
where such new buildings shall be intended, and the 
same cause to be converted and employed in any 
public use for the city or parish where the same shall 
be attempted. 

And for the avoiding of the multitudes of families 
heaped up in one dwelling-house, or for the convert- 
ing of any one house into a multitude of such tene- 
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ments for dwelling or victualling-places, the said lord 
mayor, and all other officers, in their several liberties 
within the limits of three miles, as above mentioned, 
shall commit any person giving cause of offence, from 
the day of the publication of this present proclamation, 
to close prison, as is afore limited. 

And also for the offences in this part of increase of 
many indwellers, or, as they be commonly termed, 
inmates or undersitters, which have been suffered 
within these seven years, contrary to the good ancient 
laws or customs of the city, or of the boroughs and 
parishes within the aforesaid limit of three miles 
afore-mentioned, the said lord mayor, and the other 
officers above-mentioned, shall speedily cause to be 
redressed in their ordinary courts and law days, 
betwixt this and the feast of All Saints next coming; 
within which times such undersitters or inmates may 
provide themselves other places abroad in the realm, 
where many houses rest uninhabited, to the decay of 
divers ancient boroughs and towns. And, because 
her majesty intendeth to have this ordinance duly 
executed, her pleasure is, that the said lord mayor of 
London, and other the officers, having jurisdiction 
within the said space of three miles above-mentioned, 
shall, after the proclamation hereof, as speedily as 
they may, meet in some convenient place near to the 
said city, and there (after conference had) accord 
among themselves how to proceed to the execution 
hereof; and, if any cause shall so require, to impart 
to her majesty's privy council any let or impediment 
that may arise, to the intent that remedy be given to 
any such impediment, according to her majesty's 
pleasure heretofore expressed.

toward the east, unto London Bridge, and from 
thence to a certain place called Kendall, otherwise 

c^^ Yenland, otherwise Yenleet, towards the sea, and 
east, and in Medway, and in the port of London 
aforesaid, and upon whatsoever bank, and upon 
every shore, and upon every wharf of the same 
water of Thames, within the limits and bounds 
aforesaid, and in, upon, and about all and every of 
them : And also, for all the time aforesaid, have had 
and taken, and ought and have accustomed to have 
and take to their own proper use, by the mayor of 
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the same city for the time being, during the time of 
his mayoralty, or his suflScient deputies, all wages, 
rewards, fees, and profits belonging to the same office 
of bailiff. 

And whereas the said mayor and commonalty

boat, barge, or vessel, floating, laden, and being on 
whatsoever part of the said water of Thames, or upon 
whatsoever bank, shore, or wharf of the same water 
of Thames, which shall come to, arrive, abide, be 
delivered or laid down, from the said bridge of the 
said town of Staines westward, to the said bridge of 
London, and from thence to the said place called 
Yendall, otherwise Yenleet, towards the sea, and 
east, and in Medway, and in the said port of the city 
of London aforesaid: to exercise and occupy the 
same office, by the mayor of the said city for the 
time, during the time of his mayoralty, or by his

and also the measuring of all corn whatsoever, of 
any kind, onions, salt, sea-coals, and fruit of all 
kinds, fish called shell-fish, measurable and used to 
be measured, which are coming or brought to the 
said city of London, to the intent to be sold by way 
of merchandise, hitherto have pertained to the mayor 
and commonalty and citizens of the city of London, 
and their predecessors, to be exercised and executed 
by the mayor of the same city for the time being, 
according to the laws, ordinances, and statutes made 
concerning the same, and the custom of the same city;

JAMES, by the grace of God, king of England, 
Scotland, France and Ireland, defender of the 
faith, etc., to all to whom these present letters shall 
come, greeting. 

So great is the force of our love towards our city preamble, 
of London, our royal chamber, as whatsoever is in 
us that we shall see necessary or profitable to the 
mayor and commonalty and citizens of the same our 
city, that we have been ready freely to give from our 
soul to the said mayor, commonalty, and citizens of 
our said city; and it pleases us well, that all 
grants made by our predecessors in times past to our 
city of London be not only confirmed, but also en- 
larged. Therefore, whereas amongst other things, it 
appears that the said mayor and commonalty and 
citizens of London, from all time whereof the memory 
of man is not to the contrary, have had and lawfully 
exercised, the office of measuring all coals, of what 
kind or sort soever, in any port of the same city, 
coming, brought, or carried upon thewater of Thames, 
in any ship, boat, barge, or other vessel whatsoever, 
floating or being upon what part soever of the said 
water of Thames, or on what bank, shore, or wharf so- 
ever, of the same water of Thames, from the bridge in 
the town of Staines, in the county of Middlesex, and to 
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the bridge of London : and from thence to a certain 
place called Yendale, or Yenland, or Yenleet, toward 
the sea, and east, and also in Medway, and in the port 
of London : Nevertheless a question is risen, whether 
the weighing of coals brought within the limits 
aforesaid, together with the measuring of coals, doth 
belong to the mayor and commonalty and citizens 
of the said city.

the office of weighing all coals, called stone coals, pit 
coals, earth coals, and all other coals weighable, of 
what kind or sort soever, at the port of the said 
city of London, coming or brought upon the said 
water of Thames, in any ship, boat, barge or other 
vessel whatsoever, floating or being in any part of the 
said water of Thames, or upon any bank, shore or wharf 
of the same, from the said bridge of Staines to the 
said bridge of London, from thence to the said place 
called Yendal, towards the sea, and also in Medway, 
and in the port of London aforesaid, to be sold or 
set to sale ; and also all fees, wages, profits, rewards 
and advantages whatsoever used, or to the same office 
belonging, or any other way appertaining, to be exer- 
cised by the mayor of the same city, for the time 
being, and by the deputies, officers, and ministers 
of the same mayor. 

And we have also constituted, and by these pre- 
sents, for us, our heirs and successors, do constitute, 
ordain, create, and make the said mayor and common- 
alty and citizens of the said city of London, and their 
successors, by the mayor of the same city for the 
time being, during the time of his mayoralty, or by 
his deputies, officers or ministers, to be weigher of 
all and singular coals, called stone coals, pit coals, 
earth coals, and all other coals weighable, of what 
kind soever, in or at the port of the said city of 
London, coming, carried or brought upon the same 
water of Thames, in any ship, boat or barge, or any 
other vessel whatsoever, floating or being in any part of 
the same water of Thames, and upon any bank, shore 
or wharf of the same water of Thames, which shall 
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happen to stay, be delivered, or laid down from the 
said bridge of Staines to the aforesaid place called 
Yendale, towards the sea ; and also in Medway, and 
in the port of London aforesaid, to be sold or put to 
sale. 

And whereas there is a question risen of the 
quantity of the fee demanded and received by the 
mayor of the said city for the time being, and by their 
deputies, ministers and officers, for the weighing of 
every ton weight of coals, containing five score and 
twelve pounds to every ton^ weight brought within 
the limits aforesaid : 

We, wholly to take away every the said question, 
and the like question, do declare, establish, and for 
us, our heirs and successors, do grant to the said 
mayor and commonalty and citizens of the said city, 
and their successors, that it shall be lawful for the 
mayor and commonalty and citizens of the said city, 
for the time being, by the mayor of the same city, 
and by the deputy, minister and officers of such 
And to re- mayoT for the time being, to ask, demand, take and 
sd^perton^^ reccivc a fee of eightpence of lawful money of Eng- 
foitheuae land, to the use of the said mayor and commonalty 
and citizens of the said city, and their successors, for 
the -weighing of every such-like ton of coals aforesaid, 
and all other coals weighable, of what kind soever ;

And also we command, and by these presents, for Forbids the^ 
us, our heirs and successors, firmly enjoin and charge coals tui the 
all merchants, and other persons whatsoever, who^^ce 
shall bring coals called sea coals, pit coals, and earth ^^^^^^^o*- 
coals, of what kind soever the same shall be, within 
the limits aforesaid, upon the water of Thames afore- 
said, in any ship, boat or vessel whatsoever, that 
none of them henceforth shall unlade, deliver, or lay 
down, nor cause or permit such-like coals to be 
unladen, delivered, or laid doi^ii, out of such ships, 
boats or other vessels, being within the limits and 
bounds aforesaid, upon any wharf, bank or shore, 
upon either part of the same water of Thames, or to 
be discharged or laid down, before the mayor of our 
said city for the time being shall take certain notice 
of the quantity of such coals, and shall give direction 
for the unlading of the same, and for the weighing 
and measuring of such coals ; to the intent that the The reason, 
same mayor of the said city for the time being may 
be able to render a better and more ready reason 
and accompt to us, our heirs and successors, what 
quantity of coals, of what sort soever, from time to 
time, have been brought within the port of our said 
city, and limits aforesaid, and how the said city, and 
the parts and places next adjoining, are from time 
to time provided, and when we, our heirs or suc- 
cessors, shall require the same from the mayor of our 
said city for the time being ; and also, to the intent 
that the sums and other profits due to us, our heirs 
and successors, for such coals, so to be brought 
within the limits aforesaid (if there shall be any due) 
may be better answered and paid unto the officers 
and ministers of us, our heirs and successors, to the

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contempt of our royal mandate, and incurring all 
such pains and punishments, which by the laws and 
statutes of this realm of England may be inflicted 
upon such neglecters and contemners. 

And whereas it is notoriously known, that the 
river of Thames is so necessary, commodious, and 
profitable to the said city of London, and without 
the said river our said city would not long subsist, 
flourish, and continue ; and for that by forestalling, 
ingrossing, and regrating of coals in and at the port 
of the said city brought from the water of Thames 
aforesaid, such coals are made more dear, to the 
great loss and prejudice as well of us as of our 
subjects : 

And whereas divers ill-disposed persons, more 
affecting their own private gain and profit than the 
general and public good and benefit of our gaid city, 
little weighing the conservation of the said river, 
of late and at the present do daily and usually sell 
coals and other things by retail, in less quantity, in 
boats commonly called lighters, and other vessels, 
floating and being on the water of Thames afore- 
said, after such coals have been unladen from the 
ships and other vessels which first brought them 
within the limits aforesaid, which persons make the 
same boats or lighters as their common shops and 
warehouses, and in them do daily hold upon the 
said water of Thames a conmion market for selling 
such coals, and other things, having one, two, three, 
and sometimes more boats or lighters lying together, 
and fastened one to the other in the river of Thames 
aforesaid, by which forestalling, ingrossing, and re- 
grating aforesaid, to the great cozenage, damage, and 
oppression, as well of the poor as the rich, daily in- 
creases and augments, and the price of coals and 
other things is made dearer : 
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And for that by the frequent importation, unlading, 
and measuring of such coals, and such like things, 
in and from the said boats or lighters, very many of 
the same coab and other dirt often fall and are cast 
into the river of Thames, to the great harm and 
choking up the stream of the same river, and the 
said boats so placed do greatly hinder the stream of 
the said river, and the passage of passengers upon 
the water of the said river : 

We, therefore, thinking it fit that such an evil ^<^*^5^*8 J^®

ought not to be permitted to contmue, do command, by retail in 
and for us, our heirs and successors, prohibit all ^* ®"* 
persons whatsoever, that they, nor any of them, from 
henceforth, sell or presume to sell any coals, of what 
kind soever, upon the water of Thames, in any boat, 
lighter, or other vessel whatsoever, except only in ExcepUona. 
such ships or other vessels which at first brought 
the same coak within the port of the said city, and 
the limits abovesaid, unless upon some port, key, or 
wharf, near the said river ; upon pain of contempt 
of our royal mandate, and incurring such pains and 
punishments, which may be inflicted by the laws 
and statutes of this our kingdom upon such con- 
temners and neglecters. 

And because it is our intent that the same mayor 
and commonalty and citizens of the city aforesaid, 
and their successors, shall fuUy enjoy the premises ; 
we, therefore, by these presents, declare and signify. Covenants 
and for us, our heirs and successors, do grant and city may 
covenant to and with the said mayor and com-p^imis^! 
monalty and citizens of the said city, and their 
successors, that they may safely, freely, and quietly 
have, use, and enjoy, all and singular the premises 
for ever, without the hindrance of us, our heirs or 
successors, or any officers or ministers of us, our 
heirs or successors. 
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And if any doubt in time to come shall be found

governors and society of merchants of England 
trading into the Levant Seas; the governor and . 
society of merchants of London trading to France 
and the dominions of the same ; and all other societies 
of merchants trading or merchandising into foreign 
parts beyond the seas, by what name or names soever 
the said distinct societies are known or reputed ; that 
they nor any of them admit, license, or permit any 
such-like person or persons to merchandise, or traffic, 
or have commerce as merchants to foreign parts, 
unless such persons first become freemen of the said 
city, and bring a testimonial from the chamberlain 
or under-chamberlain of the said city for the time 
being, that they are admitted into the liberty of the 
said city. 

And further, for us, our heirs and successors, we No merchant 
will and command, that no merchant, being, or who apprenu^ 
hereafter shall be, a freeman of the said city, shall J^;^^"y^|j*° 
take henceforth any apprentice to serve him in such- 
like merchandise within the city aforesaid, liberties 
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or suburbs of the same, or within ten mil6s of the 
same city, for less than seven years, to be bound and 
enrolled according to the custom of the said city, 
and not otherwise. 

And whereas by a certain Act of parliament made 
in the third year of the reign of our most dear father, 
lord James, late king of England, it is enacted, that 
every citizen and freeman of the city of London, and 
every other person or persons inhabiting or which 
shall inhabit in the said city, or the liberties of the 
same, being a tradesman, victualler or labourer, who 
then had, or from thenceforth should have any debt 
or debts owing to him or them, not amounting to 
forty shillings, by any citizen, or any other person 
or persons, being a victualler, tradesman, or labourer, 
who doth or shall inhabit within the said city, or the 
liberties of the same, may cause such-like debtor or 
debtors to be warned or summoned by the beadle or

the same, there be and shall be a certain office of 
register of all and for all sales and pawns, made or 
to be made to retailing brokers within the said city 
and liberties of the same ; and for any goods, jewels, 
apparel, household stuff and other things so to be 
sold or pawned by any persons. 

And for us, our heirs and successors, we now do 
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give and grant by these presents the same office to 
the said mayor and commonalty and citizens of the 
said city, and their successors, to have and exercise 
the said office by them, or their officer, deputy, or 
minister, or officers, deputies or ministers, first to be 
allowed and admitted thereto by the mayor and 
commonalty and citizens of the said city, assembled 
in common council of the same city, for the time 
being, or the greater part of them. And that it may 
and shall be lawful for the said mayor [and common- 
alty] and citizens of the said city and their successors, 
and their deputy or deputies, officer or officers, to 
demand, take, or have and retain in their power, to 
the use of them, the mayor and commonalty and 
citizens of the said city, the wages and fees expressed 
in a certain schedule annexed to these presents, with- 
out any account or any thing else to be rendered or 
made to us, our heirs or successors. 

And further, we do give and grant to the said

And furthermore, of our special grace, certain 
knowledge, and mere motion, for the consideration 
aforesaid, we do for us, our heirs and successors, 
give and grant to the said mayor, commonalty and 
citizens of the city aforesaid, and their successors, 
the said office or employment of package of all and 
all manner of woollen cloths, woolfells, calves-skins, 
goat-skins, bales of tin, and all other merchandises 
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whatsoever, to be packed, casked, piped, barrelled, 
or any ways vesselled; with the survey of the 
measure, number, and weight of the said mer- 
chandises, together with the fees, sums of money, 
profits and emoluments aforesaid. 

And also the office or employment of carriage and 
portage of all wools, woolfells, bales of tin, and all 
other merchandises whatsoever, as well of any denizen, 
whose father is or shall be an alien born, without 
the allegiance of us, our predecessors, heirs or 
successors, as of any alien born without the allegiance 
of us, our predecessors, heirs or successors, and under 
any foreign allegiance, in parts beyond the seas, 
which shall be carried into London from the river 
of Thames to the house of such alien, and from 
thence to the said river; together with the fees, 
sums of money, profits and emoluments aforesaid ; 
to hold and exercise the offices and employments 
aforesaid, and either of them, with their appurten- 
ances, and the dispositions, orderings, surveyings 
and corrections thereof, and of either of them ; to- 
gether with all fees, sums of money, profits and 
emoluments whatsoever, to the said offices or employ- 
ments, or either of them, in the said two tables or 
schedules to these presents annexed, mentioned, and 
respectively appointed, to the said mayor and com- 
monalty and citizens of the said city, and their 
successors for ever.

And that the porter or carrier appointed, and 
from time to time to be appointed, by the said mayor 
and commonalty and citizens, and their successors, 
or by their sufficient officers, or deputies for the time 
being, shall have, take, or receive, of or from the 
said merchants, as well aliens born without the 
allegiance of us, our predecessors, heirs or successors, 
and under any foreign allegiance in parts beyond 
the seas, as of the said denizens born, or to be born 
Avithin the power or allegiance of us, our predecessors, 
heirs or successors, whose father is, or shall be an 
alien, born without the allegiance of us, our pre- 
decessors, heirs or successors, for the carriage or 
portage of the said goods and merchandises, such 
sums of money for their labour aforesaid, as, in a 
certain schedule to these presents annexed, are men- 
tioned and appointed ; without any account or other 
thing to be therefore rendered or made to us, our 
heirs or successors, besides the rents hereafter in 
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these presents mentioned to be paid to us, our heirs 
or successors. 

And further, of our more abundant grace, certain 
knowledge and mere motion, and for the consideration 
aforesaid, we do, for us, our heirs and successors, 
give and grant to the said mayor and commonalty 
and citizens of the city aforesaid, and their successors, 
the office or employment of the scavage and survey- 
ing, and also the scavage of all the goods and wares 
customable whatsoever, of any merchants, as well 
aliens as denizens, whose father is or shall be an alien 
bom, or to be born without the allegiance of us, our 
predecessors, heirs or successors, and to be brought 
from any parts bejond the seas, within the liberties 
and franchises of the said city and suburbs thereof, 
on account of merchandising ; 

And also the surveying, delivering, or baJliage of 
all goods and wares of any of the said merchants, 
within the liberties and franchises of the said city, 
which shall be carried out into parts beyond the 
seas, by way of merchandise, through and upon the 
river Thames, within the limits aforesaid, in any 
ship, boat, barge, or vessel whatsoever, floating, 
laden, remaining, or being off of any shore of the 
said river of Thames, and which upon any bank, 
wharf, or shore of the said river, shall happen to 
remain, and be delivered or unladen within the 
liberties and franchises of the said city, and suburbs 
thereof; together with the fees, sums of money, 
profits, and emoluments, in a certain table or schedule 
to these presents annexed, mentioned, and respectively 
limited and appointed, according to the form of the 
statute made and published in the twenty-second year a.d. 1530.1. 
of Henry the eighth, late king of England. 

All and singular which said fees, sums of money,

said, for the time being, and the sufficient deputies, 
servants or officers of the said mayor, commonalty 
and citizens of the city aforesaid in that behalf, from 
time to time duly assigned, shall and may have full

Although express mention of the true yearly value, 
or of the certainty of the premises, or any ot them, or 
of any other gifts or grants by us, or by any of our 
progenitors or predecessors, to the said mayor and 
commonalty and citizens of the city aforesaid, or any 
of them heretofore made, is not made in these 
presents, or any statute, act, ordinance, provision, 
proclamation or restraint to the. contrary thereof, 
heretofore had, made, published, ordained or pro- 
vided, or any other thing, cause or matter whatso- 
ever, in any wise, notwithstanding.

Regulations therein premised.

CHARLES, R. — As no particular man hath sus- 
tained any loss or damage by the late terrible 
and deplorable fire in his fortune or estatej in any 
degree to be compared with the loss and damage we 
ourself have sustained, so it is not possible for any 
man to take the same more to heart, and to be more 
concerned and solicitous for the rebuilding this 
famous city with as much expedition as is possible ; 
and since it hath pleased God to lay this heavy 
judgment upon us all in this time, as an evidence 
of his displeasure for our sins, we do comfort ourself 
with some hope, that he will, upon our due hu- 
miliation before him, as a new instance of his signal 
blessing upon us, give us life, not only to see the 
foundations laid, but the buildings finished, of a 
much more beautiful city than is at this time con- 
sumed ; and that as the seat and situation of it is the 
most convenient and noble for the advancement of 
trade of any city in Europe, so that such care will 
be taken for the re-edification of it, both for use and 
beauty, and such provision made for the future 
against the ordinary and casual accidents by fire, as 
may, as far as human wisdom can provide, upon the 
sad experience we have had, reasonably secure the 
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same, and make it rather appear to the world, as 
purged with the fire (in how lamentable a manner 
soever) to a wonderful beauty and comeliness, than 
consumed by it : and we receive no small encourage- 
ment in this our hope, by the alacrity and cheerful- 
ness we observe in those who have undergone the 
greatest loss, and seem the most undone ; who, with 
undaunted courage, appear to desire the same as we 
do, and resolve to contribute their utmost assistance 
thereunto. We have therefore thought fit, most 
necessary, and agreeable to the great and constant 
affection we have always had, and always shall retain 
for this our native city, to use this expedition in 
publishing our thoughts, resolutions, and intentions 
upon this great affair ; that though such present 
rules and directions cannot be formed, as must, upon 
more mature deliberation, be established for the re- 
edification ; yet such inconveniences may and shall 
be prevented, which may arise by the hasty and un- 
skilful buildings many may purpose to erect for their 
present conveniences, before they can know how the 
same will suit and consist with the design that shall 
be made; and if this candour of ours, which resolves, 
with the blessing of God, so to provide for the just 
right and interest of all, that no man shall have cause 
to complain of wrong and oppression ; and if this 
our seasonable animadversion shall not meet with 
that prudent submission we expect, but that some 
obstinate and refractory persons will presume to 
erect such buildings as they shall think fit, upon 
pretence that the ground is their own, and that they 
may do with it what they please, such their obstinacy 
shall not prevail to the public prejudice : but we do 
hereby require the lord mayor, and the other 
magistrates of the city of London, in their several 

limits, to be ver^^ watchful in such cases, and speedy 
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to pull down whatsoever such men shall presume to 
set up, so much to the disturbance of public order 
and decency ; and that they forthwith give notice to 
us or our privy council of such their proceedings, 
and return the names of such refractory persons who 
presume to contemn this our injunction, and we 
shall give order for their exemplary punishment, 
without the violation of the public justice. 

And because no man shall complain or apprehend, 
that by this caution or restraint of ours they shall or 
may for a long time be kept from providing habita- 
tions for themselves, and for carrying on their trades, 
though we make no question, but in a short time, 
with the assistance and advice of the lord mayor and 
court of aldermen (who have besought us for some 
time to put this restraint) to finish the whole design, 
even before any man can make provision of materials 
for any valuable edifice ; we do declare, that if any 
considerable number of men (for it is impossible to 
comply with the humour of every particular man) 
shall address themselves to the court of aldermen, and 
manifest to them in what places their ground lies, 
upon which they design to build, they shall in a short 
time receive such order and direction for their pro- 
ceeding therein, that they shall have no cause to 
complain ; and so we proceed to the setting down 
such general, to which all particular designs must 
conform themselves. 

In the first place, the woeful experience in this late 
heavy visitation hath suflBlciently convinced all men 
of the pernicious consequences which have attended 
the building with timber, and even with stone itself, 
and the notable benefit of brick, which in so many 
places hath resisted and even extinguished the fire : 
and we do therefore hereby declare our express will 
and pleasure, that no man whatsoever shall presume 
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to erect any house or building, great or small, but of 
brick or stone ; and if any man shall do the contrary, 
the next magistrate shall forthwith cause it to be 
pulled down, and such further course shall be taken 
for his punishment as he deserves. And we suppose 
that the notable benefit many men have received from 
those cellars which have been well and strongly 
arched, will persuade most men, who build good 
houses, to practise that good husbandry, by arching 
all convenient places. 

We do declare, that Fleet Street, Cheapside, Corn- 
hill, and all other eminent and notorious streets, shall 
be of such a breadth, as may, with God's blessing, pre- 
vent the mischief that one side may suffer if the other 
be on fire; which was the case lately in Cheapside; 
the precise breadth of which several streets shall be, 
upon advice with the lord mayor and aldermen, 
shortly published, with many other particular orders 
and rules, which cannot yet be adjusted : in the mean 
time we resolve, though all streets cannot be of equal 
breadth, yet none shall be so narrow as to make the 
passage uneasy or inconvenient, especially towards 
the water-side; nor will we suffer any lanes or alleys 
to be erected, but where, upon mature deliberation, 
the same shall be found absolutely necessary ; except 
such places shall be set aside, which shall be designed 
only for buildings of that kind, and from whence no 
public mischief may probably arise. 

The irreparable damage and loss by the late fire 
being, next to the hand of God in the terrible wind, 
to be imputed to the place in which it first broke out, 
amongst small timber houses standing so close 
together, that as no remedy could be applied from the 
river for the quenching thereof, to the contiguousness 
of the buildings hindering and keeping all possible 
relief from the land-side, we do resolve and declare, 

q2 
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that there shall be a fair key or wharf on all the 
river-side ; that no house shall be erected within so 
many feet of the river, as shall be within few days 
declared in the rules formerly mentioned ; nor shall 
there be in those buildings which shall be erected 
next the river, which we desire may be fair structures, 
for the ornament of the city, any houses to be inhabit- 
ed by brewers, or dyers, or sugar-bakers; which 
trades, by their continual smokes, contribute very 
much to the unhealthiness of the adjacent places ; 
but we require the lord mayor and aldermen of 
London, upon a full consideration, and weighing all 
conveniences and inconveniences that can be foreseen, 
to propose such a place as may be fit for all those 
trades which are carried on by smoke to inhabit 
together, or at least several places for the several 
quarters of the town for those occupations, and in 
which they shall find their account in convenience 
and profit, as well as other places shall receive the 
benefit in the distance of the neighbourhood ; it 
being our purpose, that they who exercise those 
necessary professions, shall be in all respects as well 
provided for and encouraged as ever they have been, 
and undergo as little prejudice as may be by being 
less inconvenient to their neighbours. 

These grounds and foundations being laid, from 
the substance whereof we shall not depart, and which, 
being published, are suflBlcient advertisements to pre* 
vent any man's running into, or bringing an incon- 
venience upon himself, by a precipitate engagement 
in any act which may cross these foundations : we 
have, in order to the reducing this great and glorious 
design into practice, directed, and we do hereby 
direct, that the lord mayor and court of aldermen 
do, with all possible expedition, cause an exact survey 
to be made and taken of the whole ruins occasioned 
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by the late lamentable fire, to the end that it may 
appear to whom all the houses and ground did in 
truth belong, what term the several occupiers were 
possessed of, and at what rents, and to whom, either 
corporations, companies, or single persons, the rever- 
sion and inheritance appertained; that so provision 
may be made, that though every man must not be 
suffered to erect what buildings and where he pleases, 
he shall not in any degree be debarred from receiving 
the reasonable benefit of what ought to accrue to 
him from such houses or lands ; there being nothing 
less in our thoughts, than that any particular person's 
right and interest should be sacrificed to the public 
benefit or convenience, without such recompense as 
in justice he ought to receive for the same : and when 
all things of this kind shall be prepared and adjusted, 
by such commissioners, and otherwise, which shall be 
found expedient, we make no doubt but such an Act 
of Parliament will pass, as shall secure all men in 
what they shall and ought to possess. 

By the time that this survey shall be taken, we 
shall cause a plot or model to be made for the whole 
building through those ruined places; which being 
well examined by all those persons who have most 
concernment as well as experience, we make no ques- 
tion but all men will be pleased with it, and very 
willingly conform to those orders and rules which 
shall be agreed for the pursuing thereof. 

In the mean time, we do heartily recommend it to 
the charity and magnanimity of all well-disposed per- 
sons, and we do heartily pray unto Almighty God, 
that he will iofuse it into the hearts of men, speedily 
to endeavour by degrees to re- edify some of those 
many churches, which, in this lamentable fire, have 
been burned down and defaced ; that so men may 
have those public places of God's worship to resort to. 
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to humble themselves together before him upon this 
his heavy displeasure, and join in their devotion for 
his future mercy and blessing upon us ; and, as soon 
as we shall be informed of any readiness to begin 
such a good work, we shall not only give our assist- 
ance and direction for the model of it, and freeing it 
from buildings at too near a distance, but shall 
encourage it by our own bounty, and all other ways 
we shall be desired. 

Lastly, that we may encourage men by our own 
example, we will use all the expedition we can to 
re-build our custom-house in the place where it for* 
merly stood, and enlarge it with the most convenienciiss 
for the merchants that can be devised ; and, upon all 
the other lands which belong unto us, we shall depart 
with any thing of our own right and benefit, for the 
advancement of the public service and beauty of the 
the city; and shall further remit, to all those who 
shall erect any buildings according to this decla- 
ration, all duties arising to us upon the hearth-money 
for the space of seven years.

An order made by the lord mayor, aldermen and 
common council of the city of London, of the twenty- 
ninth of April past, in the ensuing words, viz. — 

'^ It is ordered, that the surveyors take special care, 
that the breast-summer of all houses do range of an 
equal height house with house, so far as shall be con- 
venient, and there to make breaks by directions. 

^^And that they do encourage and give directions 
to all builders for omament-sake, that the ornaments 
and projections of the front buildings be of rubbed 
bricks ; and that all the naked part of the walls may 
be done of rough bricks neatly wrought, or all 
rubbed, at the discretion of the builder; or that 
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the builders may otherwise enrich their fronts as 
they please. 

'*That, if any person or persons shall desire in any 
street or lane of note to build on each side of the 
street or lane (opposite one to the other) six or more 
houses of the third rate, or that the upper rooms or 
garrets may be flat roofe, encompassed with battle- 
ments of bricks covered with ^stone, or table ends, or 
rails and bannisters of iron or stone, or to vary their 
roofs for the greater ornament of building ; the sur- 
veyors, or one of them, shall certify their opinions 
therein to the committee for rebuilding, who shall 
have liberty to give leave for the same, if they see 
cause. 

"That in all the streets no sign-posts shall hang 
cross, but the signs shall be fixed against the bal- 
conies, or some other convenient part of the side of 
the house. 

"It is ordered, that a postern shall be made on the 
north side of Newgate, for conveniency of foot pas- 
sengers ; and that Holborn Bridge shall be enlarged 
to run straight on a bevel line from the timber-house 
on the north side thereof, known by the sign of the 
Cock, to the front of the building at the Swan Inn 
on the said north side of Holborn Hill. 

"Forasmuch as it is provided in the late Act for re- 
building, that the surveyors shall take care for the 
equal setting out of all party walls and piers, and no 
person be permitted to build till that be done; 
therefore, for prevention of any exaction in the 
taking of such surveys, and of all quarrels and con- 
tentions that may arise between the builders, it is 
ordered, that no builder shall lay his foundation, 
until the surveyors, or one of them (according to the 
Act) shall view it, and see the party walls and piers 
equally set out; and that all persons observe the 
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surveyors' directions concerning the superstructure 
to be erected over the said foundation. 

''And that, for the defraying that and all other 
incident charges of measuring, staking out, taking 
the level, and surveying the streets and ground, each 
builder, before he lays his foundation, or such 
survey shall be taken, do repair to the chamber of 
London, and there enter his name, with the place 
where his building is to be set out, and to pay to 
the chamberlain the sum of six shillings and eight 
pence for every foundation to be rebuilt ; for which 
Mr. Chamberlain shall give acquittances; upon receipt 
of which acquittances the surveyors shall proceed to 
set out such persons' foundations. 

''And it is ordered, that all persons, who have 
already laid any foundations, shall forthwith pay 
into the chamber of London six shillings and eight- 
pence for every foundation. 

''And this court is consenting and desirous, that all 
straight and narrow passages, which shall be found 
convenient for common benefit and accommodation, 
and shall receive his majesty's order and approbation,* 
shall and may be enlarged and made wider, and 
otherwise altered, before the twentieth day of May 
now next ensuing, as shall be fitting for the beauty, 
ornament, and conveniency thereof, and staked and 
set out accordingly. 

"Several late inhabitants of Fleet Street intending 
to rebuild their houses, which did formerly stand 
backward, of other foundations near adjoining, and 
desiring liberty to advance their houses, that the 
whole front may run on a straight line ; the com- 
mittee did agree to the same, if the right honour- 
able the lord high . chancellor of England and the 
other lords shall approve thereof, and procure His 
Majesty's approbation to the same and the com- 
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mittee do desire liberty may be given for other 
persons in other places, where it shall be found 
convenient. 

"And it is ordered, that the committee for rebuild- 
ing do present the particulars aforesaid to the right 
honourable the lord high chancellor of England and 
the other lords, and that the same (if they receive 
His Majesty's approbation) shall be forthwith printed 
and published." 

Which being this day represented to the board by 
the right honourable the lord high chancellor of 
England, the same was allowed and approved of; 
and it was ordered, that the same be punctually 
observed in every part thereof. And all persons 
concerned are required and commanded to yield due 
obedience and conform themselves thereunto.

Lion ; a piece of ground on the west side of, and 
contiguous to, Dowgate Dock, now or late in the 
possession of Job Clark ; a piece or parcel of ground 
on the east side of, and contiguous to Puddle Dock, 
now or late in the possession of John Cock ; and a 
piece or parcel of ground on the west side of and 
contiguous to White Friars Dock, now or late in the 
tenure and possession of Robert Gosling; shall be 
from henceforth places for common laystalls, to be 
employed for the public use and benefit of this city, 
and liberties thereof, in such manner as the com- 
missioners authorised or to be authorised by this 
court, according to the said Act of parliament, or any 
seven of them, shall order and direct; to be pur- 
chased out of the moneys arising by the imposition of 
two shillings per chaldron upon coals, according to 
the aforesaid Act of parliament, 
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And that the said commissioners, or any seven or 
more of them, are hereby farther authorised, as need 
shall require, to appoint and set out such and so 
many other parcels of ground for common laystalls, 
and for public stores, for all sorts of fuel, and for all 
sorts of materials for pitching, paving, and cleansing 
the streets, and for other commodities for public use, 
as from time to time shall be by them found requi- 
site and necessary ; and to make agreement with the 
proprietors of the said grounds, and to order pay- 
ment for the same, in manner as aforesaid ; and the 
ordering and managing of the said places, when set 
out and appointed, shall be in the said commis- 
sioners, or any seven or more of them. And that 
all the profits thereof shall be paid unto the cham- 
berlain of this city for the time being, for the use of 
the mayor, commonalty, and citizens of the same ; 
and distinct books of accompts shall be kept con- 
cerning the same. And the said profits shall be 
disposed of from time to time, as the said commis- 
sioners, or any seven or more of them, shall appoint, 
to be approved of by this court. 

And that the said commissioners, or any seven or 
more of them, shall from henceforth have authority 
and are hereby empowered, from time to time, to 
summon, enquire after, examine, and in default of 
appearance upon such summons, or submission to 
the censure or judgment of the said commissioners, 
or any seven or more of them, to cause to be 
indicted or informed against at the sessions of the 
peace to be held for this city, all such persons as 
have made, and shall continue within this city and 
liberties thereof, any bulks or stalls, contrary to the 
ancient usage and custom of this city, and several 
late Acts of parliament ; or have made and shall con- 
tinue any stall boards above the breadth allowable 
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by the said ancient usage and custom, and Acts of 
parliament ; or shall set goods and commodities, or 
materials for building, into the common streets and 
common passages within this city or liberties thereof; 
or shall hang out goods, to the hindrance or damage 
»of passengers, or their neighbours' trade, or streight- 
ening the common passage; or shall throw out or 
cast into the streets any dust, soil, or rubbish; or 
shall dig any pits or drains, or otherwbe intermeddle 
with the pavements (without license from the said 
commissioners, or any seven or more of them) which 
shall tend to the obstructing or annoyance of the 
ways, passages, or water-courses of this city. 

And farther, that from henceforth no beggars or 
vagrants, tankard-bearers, porters, or other persons 
whatsoever, bearing any kind of burdens on their 
heads, backs, or arms, horses, or any kind of cattle, 
shall be permitted at any time of the day, from six 
of the clock in the morning until nine of the clock 
at night, to go or pass, or be led upon the said flat 
pavements in any street between the houses and the 
posts adjoining to the said flat pavements, except 
only for going into the said houses directly cross the 
said pavements, under the penalty of five shillings 
for every horse, or other kind of cattle whatsoever, 
and three shillings and fourpence for every tankard- 
bearer, porter, and other person carrying burden as 
aforesaid, for every oficnce, and the said beggars and 
vagrants to be punished according to the laws 
already in force : and that all constables within this 
city and liberties thereof, and other officers, em- 
ployed or to be employed by the said commissioners, 
or any seven or more of them (who shall have 
power, and are hereby authorised and directed to 
employ such persons accordingly) and all marshals 
and their men, and warders, are to take special care 
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to prevent the said offences, and to apprehend all 
such offenders. And, in case the said marshals or 
their men, or warders, shall be negligent in doing 
their duty herein, it shall be lawful for the lord 
mayor for the time being, and his successors, upon 
due proof of such neglect, to amove such marshals 
and their men, and other inferior warders, and 
others to put in their places. 

And farther, that no street car, or brewer's dray, 
shall, from and after the tenth day of December 
next ensuing, be drawn with more than one horse 
within this city or liberties thereof, unless in such 
case only where the load cannot be divided, and that 
the weight thereof shall require more than one horse 
for the draught thereof, and in case also of drawing 
up any the hills from Thames Street, and up Holborn 
Hill, upon the penalty of ten shillings, by the owner 
of such car or dray which shall break this law, for 
the first offence, twenty shillings for the second 
offence, and thirty shillings for the third and every 
other offences; and that the supernumerary horse 
and horses shall and may be seized and impounded 
by the officers appointed to take care of the before- 
mentioned offences, or any of them, or by such officer 
or officers as are or shall be appointed by the presi- 
dent, treasurer, and governors of Christ's Hospital 
for the time being, for taking care of cars and carmen, 
until the said penalty be paid. 

And that all cars, waggons, drays, and other car- 
riages, during all the time of their loading and 
unloading within the streets of this city and liberties 
thereof, unless before six of the clock in the morning 
and after eight of the clock in the evening from Lady 
day to Michaelipas, and before eight in the morning 
and after six in the evening from Michaelmas to 
Lady day, shall stand sideways the long way of the 
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Street, and not cross the same, that so passengers 
may safely go between the houses and carriages 
(except for such goods and commodities as are not 
portable) ; and that no dray, upon any occasion 
whatsoever, shall from henceforth stand in any 
street or passage within this city or liberties thereof, 
but where a coach or other dray may pass by such 
cart or dray so standing, nor shall stand any longer 
time than for loading or unloading, or other case of 
absolute necessity ; and that, if any person or persons 
shall cause his or their car or carriages to be set 
otherwise in loading or unloading, he or they shall 
forfeit three shillings and fourpence for every such 
offence ; and the horse and dray shall be impounded 
by any of the ojficers aforesaid, till payment thereof. 
And that all pains, penalties, and forfeitures, in 
and by this act before limited and appointed, in case 
the same shall not be paid to the said commissioners 
or seven or more of them, upon summons to the 
respective offenders beforehand made for their ap- 
pearance before the said commissioners concerning 
payment thereof, shall and may be recovered by 
action of debt, bill, or information, in the name of 
the chamberlain of this city for the time being, in His 
Majesty's court holden before the mayor and alder- 
men of the said city in the chamber of Guildhall of 
the city of London, wherein no essoign or wager of 
law shall be admitted or allowed for the defendant : 
one third part shall be to the prosecutor, and the 
other two parts and residue thereof (after all charges 
out of the said two parts deducted) to the poor of 
Christ's Hospital in London- In all which suits to 
be brought by this Act, the chamberlain shall recover 
his ordinary costs and charges, to be expended in 
and for recovery of all such forfeitures against the 
offender or offenders: and in case the same pains, 
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penalties, and forfeitures shall be paid to the said 
commissioners, or any seven or more of them, upon 
summons as aforesaid, without any farther process, 
one third part shall be disposed by the said commis- 
sioners, for encouragement of their officers, who shall 
take pains in the matter aforesaid, in such manner as 
they shall think fit, and the other two parts shall be 
disposed to the poor of the Hospital, as is aforesaid. 

Rules^ Orders^ and Directions. 

I. /tern, That hereafter all streets within this city, 
called, known, or set down to be High Streets, shall 
be paved round, or causeway fashion : and upon 
notice given to the commissioners of any defective 
pavements in any of the streets, lanes, and passages 
within this city and liberties, the same shall be forth- 
with made good and amended, unless by general 
consent some better expedient be found and pub- 
lished. 
PaTiours. II. That, inasmuch as it hath been found by 

common experience that the paviours, to hide and 
cover their bad workmanship, have oftentimes spread 
and laid great quantities of gravel over their pave- 
ments, to greater charge of the persons setting them 
on work than was needful, and which, upon a sudden 
rain, did either choke the common sewers, or turn to 
dirt and mire in the streets; therefore the said 
paviours are required, that hereafter they do forbear 
to lay or spread any more gravel on the pavements 
than will only fill up the joints of their work, and 
cause the same to be swept and well rammed, and 
leave the pavements bare of gravel, and keep a 
regular method of paving, not paving one door 
higher than another, upon pain of paying five shil- 
lings for every complaint. 

III. That the breadth of six foot at the least from 
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the foundation of the houses, in such of the said High 
streets which shall be allowed to be posted, shall be 
paved by the inhabitants or owners with flat or broad 
stone for a foot passage ; unless such parts thereof as 
shall lie before any gateway, which may be done with 
square rag by the said breadth of six feet, upon pain 
of paying five shillings for every week the same shall 
be omitted to be done after notice given. 

IV. That every person having occasion to rebuild 
or repair any house or houses fronting any street^ 
lane, or common passage, do first procure licence of 
Mr. Chamberlain for the time being to board in a 
piece of ground before his building, within which to 
lay his materials for building ; or in default shall pay 
forty shillings, and twenty shillings for every week's 
omission so to do. 

V. That a fall or cestpool of convenient bigness 
shall be made and continued to every grate of the 
common sewer within this city and liberties, to re- 
ceive the sand or gravel coming to the same, so to 
prevent the choking thereof. And upon complaint 
at any time made of the want, decay, or defect 
thereof, the commissioners will forthwith cause the 
same to be made or amended. 

VI. That the fellowship of carmen of this city, Carmen, 
having undertaken for one year, to commence from 

the first of January 1671, to sweep and cleanse the 
streets, lanes, and common passages within the said 
city and liberties from dung, soil, filth, and dirt, and 
to carry the same, together with what shall be 
brought out of the houses of the inhabitants, unto 
certain laystalls appointed, or that shall be appointed 
by the said commissioners for the time being, the 
several persons by them employed in and about this 
affair (whose names, places of abode, number of 
tunbrels or cars, and the wards to which they are 
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respectively designed, are hereafter set down), or such 
others as (by death, or removal of any of them) shall 
be employed therein, shall keep, observe, and follow 
the rules and orders hereafter following, viz. : 

VII. That they, their agents, or servants, shall 
come out with their tunbrels or cars and horses on 
Mondays, Wednesdays, Thursdays, and Fridays, in 
every week of the year, from the eleventh of October 
to the eleventh of February, by five of the clock 
every morning of the same days ; and noc to continue 
and remain in the streets, lanes, or passages after the 
hour of nine of the clock the same morning; and 
from the eleventh of February to the eleventh of 
October, to come out, as aforesaid, by four of the 
clock every morning of the same days, and not to 
continue or remain in the streets, lanes, or passages, 
after the hour of seven of the clock the same morn- 
ing; and upon every Saturday in the year to come 
out as aforesaid, by two of the clock in the afternoon 
of the same day, to remain and continue till night, if 
need be : and within the hours and times aforesaid 
shall cleanse all the streets, lanes, and passages, every 
man within his or their respective divisions, from its 
soil, filth, and dirt, by sweeping of the same, and 
carrying it away, together with what shall be brought 
out of the houses of the inhabitants, to the laystalls 
appointed, or that shall be appointed, upon pain to 
forfeit for every offence ten shillings. 

VIII. That the several inhabitants within this city 
and liberties, or their servants, do take care that the 
dirt, ashes, and soil of their houses be in a readiness 
for the carmen, their agents, or servants, either by 
setting out the same over night in tubs, boxes, 
baskets, or other vessel, near and contiguous to their 
houses, or by bringing out the same within con- 
venient time, before the hours for their departure as 
aforesaid. 
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IX. That the said carmen, their agents or servants, 
in their several wards or divisions (with the assistance 
of the servants of the inhabitants, who are hereby 
directed to give such assistance) shall in times of 
frost and snow daily employ themselves in the open- 
ing of the channels, and heaping up the ice and snow, 
that so the passages may be cleared, and upon a thaw 
of the same, that all the soil and filth found in the 
streets, lanes, and passages be carried away, upon 
pain of ten shillings for every day's omission. 

X. That no person whatsoever do presume to cast 
out any soil, horse dung, or filth, or carry the same 
into any street, lane, or common passage, after the 
hours aforesaid, either by night or by day, upon the 
penalty that the person offending, if known (and if a 
servant, his or her master or mistress), to forfeit and 
pay five shillings ; and if not known, the party 
against whose house the same shall be found (having 
been laid there in the day time after the hours 
before-mentioned) shall forfeit one shilling; which 
said several forfeitures shall be paid, the one moiety 
to the discoverer, and the other to the carman or 
carmen appointed to cleanse that ward wherein the 
offence shall be committed. 

XI. That the several tunbrels or cars employed in 
this work shall be marked or numbered according to 
the number of cars appointed for each ward, upon 
the penalty of two shillings for every load carried 
without such mark. 

XII. That the several carmen, undertakers in this 
affair, shall set upon the fore part of his tunbrel or 
car, open and plain to view, a board, whereon to be 
painted the city arms, the ward to which he or they 
are appointed, the mark or number of his tunbrel 
or car, upon penalty of paying three shillings and 
fourpence a day for want thereof; which said marking 

r2 
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is to betoken the allowance of the commissioners, 
and to caution the inhabitants from employing of 
foreign cars. 

XIIL That the said carmen undertakers, their 
agents or servants, shall give notice of their being in 
the street with their tunbrels or cars by loudly 
knocking a wooden clapper, especially in courts, 
alleys, and other back passages, upon pain to forfeit 
three shillings and fourpence upon every complaint 
duly proved. 

XIV. That the said carmen, their agents or ser- 
vants, do take care that the falls or cestpools belong- 
ing to any grate within their respective wards be 
once in every week, or oftencr, if need require, 
cleansed of its dirt and filth, and the same carried 
awa}^, upon pain to forfeit five shillings for every 
complaint duly proved. 

XV. That the aforesaid carmen, their agents or 
servants, and no other, shall also carry away to the 
laystalls aforesaid all such oils, dirt, and dung (rubbish 
or earth excepted) that shall be made or found in 
any of the houses or stables of any inn-keeper, livery- 
stable-keeper, brewer, dyer, sugar-baker, soap-maker, 
or other trader or inhabitant with any the wards to 
which they are respectively appointed and designed. 
For which such quarterly allowance (over and above 
the customary rates by the scavenger's book) shall 
be made by the assessors of each ward according to 
their best discretion, respect being had to the trade 
or other occasions in the making of more or less 
dung or soil by such traders or inhabitants. 

XVI. That the aforesaid carmen, their agents or 
servants, and no other, shall take up and carry away 
to such persons or places, as will receive the same, 
all such rubbish or earth that shall be made or found 
ifvithin their respective wards or divisions- For 
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which there shall be paid them by the oAvners or 
proprietors thereof twelvepence per load, and no 
more. Provided they carry it away within one day 
after notice given for the conveniency of the owners, 
and to avoid complaint of them, upon pain that the 
person offending in either of these cases shall pay 
two shillings per load. 

XVII. That no other tunbrel or car, than what is 
or shall be appointed and allowed by the said com- 
missioners for doing the works aforesaid, shall be 
employed, or shall intermeddle with the carrying of 
any soil, rubbish, earth, dung, paving-stones, Thames 
gravel, or the like, within this city or liberties; 
bricks or tiles from the waterside within the city 
or liberties; upon pain to pay to the carman or 
carmen employed in cleansing the streets as aforesaid, 
of the ward where this offence shall be committed, 
two shillings for every load so taken up or carried 
in a tunbrel or car : and for non-payment, that such 
tunbrel or car shall be carried to the city's pound, 
called the Green Yard, and there to remain till pay- 
ment thereof. Provided, that if any the said carmen 
shall not, immediately after notice, employ himself 
in carrying the said materials, to forfeit and pay two 
shillings for every load thereof, and the owners at 
liberty to employ foreign cars. 

XVIII. That no coachman, carman, carter, dray- 
man, or other person, shall feed his or their horse 
or horses with hay or grains in the streets, lanes, or 
common passages within this city and liberties, upon 
pain to forfeit and pay for every offence two shillings 
and sixpence (over and above the like sum formerly 
imposed to be paid to the Governors of Christ's 
Hospital), the one moiety to the discoverer and pro- 
secutor, and the other to the carman or carmen of 
the ward in which the said offence shall be com- 
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mitted; and in case of non-payment, to cany the 
horse or horses to the city's pound, called the Green 
Yard ; there to remain till payment thereof. 

XIX. That none of the aforesaid carmen, their 
agents or servants, or other person or persons, do 
sweep the filth or soil of the streets, lanes, or passages, 
into any the channels of this city, in time of rain, or 
other^vise, upon pain to pay six shillings and eight- 
pence for every complaint duly proved. 

XX. That no man shall cast or lay in the streets, 
lanes, or common passages, or channels within this 
city or liberties, any dogs, cats, inwards of beasts, 
cleaves of beasts feet, bones, horns, dregs or dross of 
ale or beer, or any noisome thing, upon pain of ten 
shillings for every offence. 

XXI. That no person set a tunbrel, car, or cart, 
in the street by night time, upon pain to pay two 
shillings, besides satisfaction to any person hurt 
thereby. 

XXII. That no person do ride or drive a tunbrel, 
car, cart, or dray, a-trot in the street (or sit on any 
part of the car, cart, tunbrel, or dray, unless another 
skilful person lead the horse) upon pain to forfeit 
and pay two shillings; and in case of non-payment, 
to carry the horse to the pound, as aforesaid, to 
remain till payment thereof. 

XXIII. That no waggon, car, or cart, shod with 
iron, or spigiiails, or having more horses than is 
allowed by the aforesaid act of Common Council, 
shall take up any goods within this city or liberties, 
to carry for hire about the streets, upon pain to pay 
five shillings for every offence : and in case of non- 
payment, to carry the horse or horses to the afore- 
said pound till payment thereof 

XXIV. That no goung-fermer shall carry any 
ordure till after ten o'clock in the winter, and eleven 
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o'clock in the summer, at night, nor shall spill any 
ordure in the streets, upon pain to forfeit and pay 
thirteen shillings and fourpence. 

XXV. That no pudding-cart of shambles shall go 
out till after the hours last before-mentioned, upon 
pain to forfeit six shillings and eightpence. 

XXVI. That no artificer, labourer, or other 
person, shall make any stop or dam in any channel, 
nor shall slake any lime in the streets, lanes, or pas- 
sages, upon pain to pay two shillings for every 
offence. 

XXVII. That no man shall feed any kine, goats, 
hogs, or any kind of poultry, in the open streets, 
upon pain to forfeit three shillings and fourpence for 
every offence. 

XXVIII. That no man shall cast into the ditches 
or sewers, grates or gullets of the city, any manner 
of carrion, stinking flesh, rotten oranges or onions, 
rubbish, dung, sand, gravel, or any other thing that 
may stop the course of the same, upon pain of for- 
feiting forty shillings for every offence. 

XXIX. That no man shall make or continue any 
widraughts, seat or seats, for houses of easement over, 
or drains, into, any the common sewers, without 
license of the commissioners for the time being, upon 
pain to forfeit forty shillings, and forty shillings a 
month for so long time as the same shall be con* 
tinned after warning. 

XXX. That no person or persons do presume to keep 
any laystall for dung, rubbish, earth, or other soil, 
either at the water-side, or other place within this city 
or liberties, other than the common or public laystalls 
appointed, or to be set out and appointed by the 
said commissioners for the time being ; upon pain to 
forfeit and pay fifty-three shillings and four pence, 
and forty shillings a week for every week he or they 
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shall 80 continue to do after warning, or be indicted 
from time to time, as a common nuisance. 

XXXI. That no tyler, bricklayer, or other person, 
do throw out of gutters, or off roofs or other parts 
of houses, any tyles, loam, or rubbish, into any street, 
lane, or common passage; but do bring down the 
same in baskets or trays ; upon pain to forfeit three 
shillings and four pence for every offence. 

XXXII. That no person or persons do set out in 
the streets, lanes, or passages, any hogsheads, barrels, 
or other casks or vessels, to hoop, wash, or dry, or 
otherwise encumber the passage ; upon pain to forfeit 
and pay twenty shillings for every oflfence. 

XXXIIL That the dung, mud, filth, and soil of 
the wards of Billingsgate, Bridge, Langbourn, Corn- 
hill, Candlewick, Walbrook, Vintry, and Dowgate, 
shall be carried down to the laystall at Dowgate Dcick ; 
of the wards of Portsoken, Tower, Aldgate, Duke's 
Place, and Lyme Street, to the laystall set put at 
Mile End : of the ward of Bishopsgate Within and 
Without to the laystall at Holloway Lane end, being 
part of a meadow there belonging to the city : of the 
ward of Cripplegate Within and Without, Aldersgate 
without, Bassishaw, Coleman Street and Broad Street, 
to the laystall at Bunhill : of the wards of Cheap, 
Cordwainer, Queenhithe, and Bread Street, to the 
laystall at or near the Three Cranes, and m Dunghill 
Lane near Broken Wharf, until such time as the 
public wharf or key at the riverside shall be laid 
open, and afterwards to the laystall at Puddle Dock : 
of the wards of Farringdon Within, Castle Baynard, 
Aldersgate Within, and St. Martin's-le-Grand, to the 
laystall at Puddle Dock : of the ward of Farringdon 
Without, to the laystall at White Friars: and this 
course to be used until the commissioners shall see 
cause to alter the same; and whoso shall otfend 
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herein shall forfeit and pay five shillings for every 
offence. 

XXXIV. That the carmen undertakers, their 
agents or servants, shall have liberty to carry rubbish 
from all parts of the city or liberties, into the Vine- 
yard near [without] Aldgate, for levelling the same, 
till the first of May next, and to shoot the same 
there gratis, and after that time to pay such sum for 
what they there shoot as the commissioners shall 
require. 

XXXV. That inasmuch as the said carmen have 
undertaken to do this work in a better manner and 
to greater satisfaction than heretofore hath been done; 
and the commissioners believing from what they have 
already observed, that they will accordingly perform 
the same, do therefore exhort all persons, that shall 
be rated towards this work, willingly and readily to 
pay the same ; so to prevent trouble to themselves, 
and discouragement to the said carmen, in a work of 
this nature, so requisite and necessary to the health 
and trade of the inhabitants of this city. 

XXXVI. That the several pains and penalties 
before-mentioned, not particularly expressed to whom 
to be paid, shall be paid into the chamber of London, 
upon summons or warning by the officers attending 
the commissioners, or either of them ; or, in default, 
the ofiender or ofienders to be indicted at the sessions 
for his or their respective ofiences. 

XXXVII. That if any the aforesaid carmen, their 
agents or servants, do offend in any the particulars 
aforesaid, or otherwise relating to this affair; that 
complaint be made thereof to the commissioners at 
the Guildhall, who will deal with them according to 
their offences. 

XXXVIII. That the scavengers for the time being^ 
in the several wards and precincts within this city and 
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liberties, do take care, either by their own observations, 
or complaints to them by any of the inhabitants, that 
the said carmen, their agents or servants, do accord- 
ingly perform the several branches aforementioned to 
them relating ; or to make complaint thereof to the 
commissioners; upon pain that the said scavengers 
shall, from time to time, for their negligence or 
remissness, be indicted at the sessions: unless they 
shall submit to the censure and judgment of the said 
commissioners for the time being.

THAT all Essex and Suffolk cloths, and all clothB 
commonly called Coventry cloths, Hampshire and 
Surry kerseys, and all sorts of Suffolk and Essex 
flannels, baize, perpetuanes, rashes, serges and sayes, 
and all other commodities that go under the name of 
the new drapery, made or mixed with wool, worsted, 
jersey, or cruel, or with cotton-wool, or either or any 
of them, brought, or which shall be brought to the 
city of London, or liberties thereof, either by land or 
water, except Norwich and Canterbury stuffs, be 
brought unto, pitched and harboured in Leaden-hall, 
there to remain till thej be entered, and the duties of 
hallage herein after-mentioned paid, or agreed and 
secured to be paid for the same ; which entry of the 
said cloths, or other woollen manufactures, brought, 
or to be brought as aforesaid to the said hall, shall be 
immediately made after such bringing the said com- 
modities to the said hall, upon pain that every person 
that shall offend herein shall forfeit, for his first 
offence the sum of fifty shillingrs, for his second 
offence four pounds nineteen shillings, and for every 
other offence the like sum of four pounds nineteen 
shillings: which cloth, cloths, and other woollen 
manufactures, or any of them, shall not from thence 
be removed to any other place out of this^ city, or 
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liberties thereof, till after the three first market-days 
of their being brought to the said market, unless sold 
in the mean time, or removed and carried to be sold 
in any other market without the liberties of this 
city. 

That all other sorts of broad and narrow cloths, by 
what name soever called, distinguished, or known, in 
what place soever made, and all other kerseys, baize, 
tammies, sayes, rashes, perpetuanes, serges, rugs, 
blankets, motleys, of what sort or nature soever, pen- 
nistones, half-thicks, plains, friezes, cottons, linsey- 
woolseys, stockings of all sorts, carpetings and hang- 
ings of all sorts, fustians of all sorts, and all other 
commodities and manufactures made or mixed with 
wool, worsted, jersey, or cruel, or with cotton-wool, 
or either or any of them, brought, or which shall be 
brought to the city of London, and liberties thereof, 
either by land or water, be brought unto, pitched, 
and harboured in Blackwell-hall, and the Welch-hall, 
or one of them, there to remain till they be entered, 
and the duties of hallage herein after-mentioned also 
paid, or agreed and secured to be paid for the same; 
which entry of the said cloths, stuflfe, and other 
woollen commodities, brought, or to be brought as 
aforesaid, to the said halls, or either of them, shall be 
immediately made after such bringing those commo- 
dities to the said halls, or any of them ; upon pain 
that every person which shall offend herein shall 
forfeit, for his first offence the sum of fifty shillings, 
for his second oflFence four pounds nineteen shillings, 
and for every other offence the like sum of four 
pounds nineteen shillings. Which cloth, cloths, and 
other woollen manufactures, or any of them, shall not 
from thence be removed to any other place out of 
this city, or liberties thereof, till after the three first 
market-days of their being brought to the said 
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market, unless sold in the mean time, or removed and 
carried to be sold in any other market without the 
Jiberties of this city, except the cloth, cloths, and 
other commodities made or mixed with wool, worsted, 
jersey, or cruel, bought by any merchant, draper, or 
any other that are freemen of the said city, and in- 
habiting therein (and not being a factor in that 
commodity) by pre-contract with the said clothier, 
which cloth, cloths, and other woollen manufactures, 
shall be brought to the hall appointed by this act to 
receive the same ; which being done, the said cloths 
may be taken thence by the owners as soon as they 
please ; and except such small parcels as being con- 
tracted for in the country by persons that have 
bought, or shall buy, the same for their own private 
use or wearing, and not to sell again ; and except 
such clotns and other woollen manufactures, as, having 
received damage, by wet or otherwise upon the road, 
shall require drying or new dressing before they can 
be fit for sale. 

And that no person or persons whatsoever, free or 
not free of this city, shall, at any time or times here- 
after, buy, sell, or barter any of the aforesaid cloths, 
or any other the commodities aforesaid, or shall per- 
mit or suffer them, or any of them, to be sold, bartered, 
or put to sale, or opened to be put to sale, within any 
part of his or their houses, yards, inns, stables, cham- 
bers, shops, warehouses, or workhouses, or other place 
or places within the said city, or liberties thereof 
before the same be brought, pitched and harboured 
within some of the said public markets of Blackwell- 
hall, Welch-hall or Leaden-hall, respectively, ap- 
pointed as aforesaid, and therein sold, or from thence 
removed and carried to be sold in some other market 
without the liberties of this city, or shall buy, sell, or 
barter, or permit any of the said commodities, which 
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shall at any time hereafter be taken out of any of 
the said markets of Black well-hall, Welch-hall, or 
Leaden-hall (before the same shall be there bought 
and sold as aforesaid) to be bought, sold, bartered, or 
put to sale, or opened to be put to sale, in any of his 
or their inns, yards, houses, stables, or any part 
thereof, as aforesaid, within the said city and liberties 
thereof, other than in any of the said markets of 
Blackwell-hall, Leaden-hall, or Welch-hall, appointed 
as aforesaid (except as is before excepted). 

And that neither factor nor broker belonging to 
Blackwell-hall or Leaden -hall, although a freeman 
of this city, so long as he is in the capacity of a factor 
or broker for foreigners, during his being so, shall buy 
any of the said cloth, cloths, kerseys, baize, fustians, 
\)r other commodities aforesaid, within the said 
markets or market-places aforesaid, on pain that every 
such person, who shall offend herein, shall forfeit and 
lose, for the first offence three pounds, for the second 
offence, four pounds nineteen shillings, and for every 
other offence, the like sum of four pounds nineteen 
shillings. 

Provided, that neither such factor nor broker, 
being a freeman of this city, shall by this act be 
restrained from buying any sort of cloth, cloths, or 
other woollen manufactures aforesaid, within the said 
markets or market-places, within the hours hereafter 
limited, which he himself doth not sell, so that the 
same be transported beyond the seas upon his own 
account. 

And further, that all persons, as well carriers as 
cloth-men, or clothiers, and others, shall, at the 
bringing of their cloth, cloths, and other woollen 
manufactures, either by land or water, to this city or 
liberties thereof as albres&id^ l>ring, or cause to be 
brought to Blackwell-hall, Leaden-hall, or Welch-hall 
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respectively, such of thein as by this act are appointed 
to be brought thither respectively, to the end they 
may be entered, and the duties paid for the same ; 
upon pain of twenty shillings for every pack of cloth, 
cloths, or other commodities, to be forfeited and paid 
by every such carrier, cloth-aian, clothier, or others, 
for every offence to the contrary, and for every single 
cloth, or other woollen commodities, the piece ten 
shillings. 

And further, that the markets at the aforesaid 
Blackwell-hall, Leaden-hall and Welch-hall, shall be 
and begin on every Thursday, between the twenty- 
fifth day of March and the twenty-ninth day of Sep- 
tember, at eight of the clock in the forenoon, and 
continue till eleven of the clock in the same fore- 
noon, and between the twenty-ninth day of September 
and the twenty-fifth day of March, at nine of the 
clock in the forenoon, and continue till eleven of the 
clock in the same forenoon ; and on every Thursday 
at one of the clock in the afternoon, and continue till 
four of the clock in the same afternoon ; and on 
every Friday at eight of the clock in the forenoon, 
and continue till eleven of the clock in the same 
forenoon ; and shall begin in the afternoon of the 
same Friday at one of the clock, and shall continue 
till four of the clock in the same afternoon; and 
shall begin on every Saturday at eight of the clock 
in the forenoon, and shall continue till eleven of the 
clock in the same forenoon ; and that the said hours 
for the beginning and ending of the said market 
times shall be known by the ringing of the market 
bells in the halls aforesaid, appointed for that use and 
purpose; and the same to be held and continued 
weekly throughout the whole year, except days of 
humiliation or thanksgiving, appointed to be other- 
wise set apart by Act of parliament, or public 
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authority ; and that the respective hall-keepers shall 
not permit or suflFer any buying or selling of any 
the aforesaid woollen cloths or commodities in or at 
any of the said halls in or upon any other days or 
hours than on the market-days and hours appointed. 

And further, that the respective hall-keepers, clerks, 
and master-porters of every the halls aforesaid, shall 
take care that all the rules and orders, appointed to 
be observed by this act, in every branch of it be 
carefully put into execution ; and shall also diligently 
and faithfully keep their books and weekly registers 
of all the cloths and woollen commodities aforesaid 
bought and sold in any of the said halls, or bought 
and pitched there ; in which books and registers they 
and every of them, as they are concerned in their 
respective halls, shall truly enter the names of bap- 
tism, surnames, place of habitation, and addition, 
both of the owner, buyer, and seller of every of the 
said commodities ; to the end all clothiers, their fac- 
tors, and others concerned, may be satisfied how their 
cloths and other woollen commodities are disposed of 
from time to time ; and if any hall-keeper, clerk, or 
master-porter, shall refuse or neglect to perform his 
duty herein, for the first offence he shall forfeit 
twenty shillings, for his second offence forty shillings, 
and for his third oflFence be discharged from his 
office. 

And further, that the hall-keepers of every the 
halls aforesaid for the time being, shall attend in 
their respective markets in their gOAvn, and hinder all 
foreigners and aliens from coming into the said mar- 
ket ; upon pain that every hall-keeper that shall fail 
in his duty herein, shall forfeit for his first offence 
twenty shillings, for his second offence forty shillings, 
and for his third offence be discharged from his 
office. 
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And further, that the hall-keepers of every the 
halls aforesaid for the time being, shall attend in their 
respective markets in their gown, and hinder all 
foreigners and aliens from coming into the said 
markets ; upon pain that every hall-keeper that shall 
fail in his duty herein, shall forfeit for his first oflfence 
twenty shillings, for his second ofi^ence forty shillings, 
and for his third oflfence be discharged from his 
ofl&ce. 

And further, that every freeman of this city that 
shall introduce any foreigner or stranger into any of 
the aforesaid markets, to buy or make inspection into 
any of the aforesaid commodities, shall for his first 
oflfence forfeit and pay the sum of five pounds, and 
for his second oflfence the sum of ten pounds, and for 
his third oflfence the sum of twenty pounds ; and, if 
any such freeman shall again oflfend in the like man- 
ner, then upon his conviction thereof in the king's 
majesty's court, holden within the Guildhall of this 
city, before the lord mayor and aldermen of the same 
city for the time being, he and they shall stand and 
be utterly disfranchised, as unworthy members of this 
city, and shall not be re-admitted but by order and 
consent of common council. 

And that every factor who shall, either himself, or 
by his servant, knowingly sell any of the commodities 
aforesaid, in any of the common markets before- 
mentioned, to any foreigner or foreigners, or for his 
or their use (except to such persons as by Act of 
parliament are allowed), — ^that every such factor so 
selling the same, whether a freeman or foreigner, shall 
for his first oflfence forfeit and pay one-third-part of 
the real value of every piece of woollen commodity 
so sold to foreigner or foreigners. 

And further, that every hall-keeper of the several 
halls aforesaid respectively do and shall, within four- 
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teen days next after the publishing of this act, present 
a note in writing to the president, treasurer, and 
governors of Christ's Hospital, of the names and sur- 
names of all persons who then take upon them to be 
and to act and deal as factors and brokers in any of 
the said halls respectively, and shall likewise here- 
after, from time to time, at every three months' end, 
make like certificate in writing to the said governors, 
of the names and surnames of all factors or brokers, 
or such as take upon them to act as factors or brokers 
in either of the said halls respectively, together with 
the offence or offfences by thern or any of them com- 
mitted, contrary to this act, or any other orders made 
for the good government of the said halls, upon pain 
that every hall-keeper, wilfully neglecting to do his 
duty herein, shall for his first off^jnce forfeit the sum 
of three pounds, and for his second offence be dismissed 
from his place or employment of hall-keeper. 

And that, for the observation of this act and all 
the parts thereof, there be every year six able, 
experienced freemen, dealers in those commodities, 
surveyors, chosen by the president and governors of 
Christ s Hospital at the next court to be holden after 
the second day of February next ensuing, and so 
yearly from year to year; whose office shall be, by 
themselves, or such others as they shall think fit to 
use for their assistance, to enquire of all abuses and 
offences against this act ; and any two of them to pre- 
sent the same to the said court from time to time, as 
often as they shall find cause, that so due punishment 
may be inflicted upon the offenders. 

And further, that the ensuing rates, and no other, 
shall be paid, demanded, and received of and from 
every the respective owner or owners, or his and their 
servant and agent, for the commodities hereafter 
mentioned, brought and to be brought to the several 
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halls, or any of them, for the said hallage duty 
thereof, and for the entering, harbouring, and safe 
keeping thereof, from the time of their first pitching 
the three first market days, and no longer : — 

All broad cloths, of what kind or name soever, 
shall pay a piece for hallage, one penny. 

All broad rashes, twenty yards or above, two 
pence. 

All kersey cottons, one penny. 

All Devonshire, Wiltshire, and Dorsetshire baize 
shall pay for each piece, one penny. 

Dutch baize, the piece, three halfpence. 

All 6ther Essex, Norfolk, and Suffolk, and Minakin 
baize, by what name soever called, shall pay for each 
piece, two pence. 

All Yorkshire broad cloths, kerseys, cottons, and 
all other commodities made of wool, shall pay 
for the horse-pack coming from those parts, eight 
pence. 

All Lancaster woollen wares, as broad cloths, ker- 
seys, cottons, baize, penistones, friezes, and all other 
commodities made with wool, coming from those 
parts, the horse-pack, eight pence. 

All commodities coming from Wales, Salop, and 
any of those parts, commonly known by the names of 
Welch cottons, rolls, plains, baize, flannels, or friezes, 
shall pay for every horse-pack, eight pence. 

All flannels, Venetians, wagmols, dimities, fustians, 
and bustins, made in England and Wales, shall pay 
for each horse-pack, eight pence. 

All stuffs, of what name or kind soever, made of 
wool, worsted, jersey, or cruel, or mixed with them, 
or any of them, the piece to pay one penny. 

Bed rugs, or caddows for beds, being five breadths, 
or any of the same largeness, shall pay for every rug, 
one penny. 

s2 
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For every rug of four breadths, or of the same 
largeness, an halfpenny. 

For every rug of three breadths, or of the same 
largeness, a farthing. 

Cradle rugs, for every two rugs a farthing. 

Blankets, the dozen pair, three halfpence. 

Birdsey carpeting, Bristol carpeting, and all other 
sorts of carpeting and damix, the piece, being twenty 
yards or more, two pence. 

But if the piece be less than twenty yards, one 
penny. 

Carpets of needle-work or trent-work, for every 
carpet, to pay one penny. 

Coverlets, the horse-pack to pay eight pence. 

If less than a horse-pack, every one an halfpenny. 

Worsted stockings, the twenty pair shall pay two 
pence. 

Yarn, being woollen, cruel, linnen, worsted, or jer- 
sey, every dozen pound shall pay one penny. 

Bolters and bewpers, the dozen pieces, one penny. 

The single piece, a farthing. 

Darnix, narrow, for garments, the piece, one 
penny. 

Hair-cloth, the piece, an halfpenny. 

Lindsey-woolsey broad, the piece, one penny. 

Narrow, the piece, an halfpenny. 

Loom-work for waistcoats and children's coats an 
halfpenny. 

Says, plained or milled, the piece, one penny. 

Every half piece of above thirty shillings price, or 
more, one penny. 

But the half piece under thirty shillings price, an 
halfpenny. 

Serges of all sorts, the piece one penny. 

Muckaddo ends, the dozen pounds one penny. 

Cushions of all sorts, unstuffed and unbottomed, 
the dozen, one penny. 
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Irish rugs, the hundred yards, four pence. 

Irish mantlets of all sorts, being made within this 
kingdom, twenty yards and upwards, to pay one 
penny. 

Motleys for mariners, the piece, an halfpenny. 

Pedegny, the horse-pack, eight pence. 

Swadling-bands, the gross, one penny. 

Woollen stockings, for every three dozen, one 
penny. 

All of which duties of hallage are to be, from time 
to time, employed for and towards the maintenance 
of the poor children harboured in Christ's Hospital. 

And further, that if any owner or owners of the 
commodities aforesaid, or his or their servant, shall 
refuse to pay, agree, or secure to pay the hallage 
before-mentioned, at the first pitching of the same 
at any of the halls aforesaid, he shall forfeit and pay 
for such his refusal six shillings and eight pence for 
every cloth, or any other single piece of woollen 
manufacture unpacked, and twenty shillings for 
every pack of cloth, cloths, or other woollen manu- 
facture. 

And further, that if the owner or owners of any 
the aforesaid commodities, or his or their servant, 
cannot, within the time and space of the three first 
market-days next after the bringing of them to the 
said respective markets, sell all the cloth, cloths, or 
other woollen manufactures brought to Blackwell- 
hall, Leaden-hall, or the aforesaid Welch-hall, then 
it shall be lawful for the said owner or owners, or 
his or their servant by his appointment, to remove any 
of the said commodities, which shall remain unsold 
after the said market-days are over, to any other 
market or markets forth of this city and liberties 
thereof, or otherwise to dispose of them as they shall 
think fit. 
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And. that what cloth, cloths, or other woollen 
manufacture, shall remain in any of the halls or 
market-places, or storehouses in Blackwell-hall afore- 
said, after the three first market-days, if the owner or 
owners do not remove the same to some other place 
or market forth of this city, but will continue them 
to be lodged and safe kept therein, that then the 
owner or owners of any such cloth, cloths, or other 
woollen manufactures aforesaid, their factor or ser- 
vant, shall pay for the lodging and safe keeping of 
the said commodities half so much every week as was 
the rate of their hallage at first pitching (under 
penalty of five shillings for every neglect or refusal 
upon demand), which money is likewise to go for and 
towards the relief of the poor children harboured in 
Christ's Hospital, and to defray the charges of officers 
that must of necessity be employed therein, and 
repairs of the said halls. Provided, that this extend 
not to Devonshire packs, for which consideration is 
paid at the first pitching ; nor to Yorkshire packs, 
Kidderminster stufis, serges, Welch cottons, plains, or 
flannels, in Blackwell-hall, and the Welch-hall, nor 
to any bays or says at Leaden-hall, nor to cloths 
lodged in any private store-houses or warehouses, 
for which an annual rent is paid to the said hospital. 

And that no common porter, or any other person 
or persons whatsoever (except the clothier, or his 
factor, in his or their own person) shall be admitted 
to carry any of the commodities aforesaid out of 
or from the said Blackwell-hall, Leaden-hall, or the 
Welch-hall, or any of the rooms adjoining thereunto 
(except such commodities as the clothier or his factor 
shall send out to be refreshed and prepared for sale 
by his cloth-worker or packer, for whom he will 
answer) ; but the same shall be carried out by the 
chief porters of Blackwell-hall, Leaden-hall, or the 
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Welch-hall aforesaid (for the time being) or such as 
shall be appointed by the chief porters of Blackwell- 
hall, Leaden-hally or the Welch-hall, as anciently it 
hath been accustomed, and for whom they shall be 
respectively responsible. And to the end there may 
be no exaction of rates and prices for the carriage of 
the aforesaid commodities out of the said Blackwell- 
hall, Leaden-hall, or the Welch-hall, of any merchant, 
or other buyer or seller of the said commodities, 
otherwise than the rates hereafter mentioned, as are 
appointed for their several carriages, be it enacted 
and ordained by the authority afoaesaid, That the 
several rates hereafter mentioned shall be fairly 
written in a table, and hung up in some public place 
in each of the said halls, and that these rates, and no 
greater, shall or may be taken by the said porters, or 
by any other employed by them : and, if any chief 
porter, or any employed by them, shall exact and 
receive more than shall be expressed in such tables, 
he or they so offending shall forfeit ten times as much 
as shall be so received : 

Imprimis, every Kentish whole cloth, or two half 
cloths, shall pay two pence. 

Every long Worcester whole cloth, or two half 
cloths, shall pay one penny halfpenny. 

Every long Gloucester whole cloth, or two half 
cloths, shall pay one penny halfpenny. 

Every long Western whole cloth, or two half 
cloths, shall pay two pence. 

Every Norfolk, Suffolk, or Essex cloth, one penny 
halfpenny. 

Every Spanish cloth, one penny. 

Northern dozen kerseys or cotton, the pack, six 
pence. 

Devonshire baize, for each piece, one penny 
farthing. 
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Minakin baize, for each piece, three pence. 

All Essex, Norfolk, and SuflPblk baize, one penny 
halfpenny. 

All Welch wares, the horse-pack, six pence. 

All Manchester wares, the horse-pack, six pence. 

Blankets, twelve pair in a bundle, three pence. 

Rugs, for every score, ten pence. 

Stockings and yam, for every horse-pack of two 
hundred weight, six pence. 

All fustians and bustians, or dimities, the horse- 
pack of two hundred weight, six pence. 

And all other manufactures mentioned in this act, 
and not provided for in the table, shall pay for every 
horse-pack of two hundred weight, six pence. 

And that it shall and may be lawful to and for the 
governors of Christ's Hospital aforesaid, or any three 
of them, or hall-keeper by their direction, from time 
to time, to regulate the aforesaid markets of the said 
Blackwell-hall, Leaden-hall, and the Welch-hall, as 
to the standing of the clothier and factor in the said 
markets, having always regard to the clothier who 
sells in his own person, or his household servant, that 
he or they have always convenient room reserved in 
the said markets for the sale of the aforesaid com- 
modities. 

And that all and singular the pains, penalties, for- 
feitures, and sum and sums of money, duties, and 
other things whatsoever, which shall be forfeited, 
incurred, or due by virtue of this Act, or by reason 
of any clause, branch, or article of the same, shall be 
obtained, levied by distress, or recovered, as the case 
shall require, either by action of debt, plaint, bill, or 
information, in the name of the chamberlain of the 
said city for the time being, in the king's majesty's 
court, holden in the chamber of the Guildhall, before 
the lord mayor of the city of London, and aldermen 
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of the same city for the time being : and the cham- 
berlain of the said city for the time being, in all 
matters or things to be prosecuted by virtue of this 
present act against the offender or offenders, shall 
recover the ordinary costs of suit to be expended in 
or about the prosecution of them, or any of them. 
And, in case upou a trial a verdict shall pass for the 
defendant, or the plaintiff shall become nonsuit, or 
discontinue his suit; in every such case the defen- 
dant shall also recover his reasonable costs. 

And that all pains, penalties and forfeitures, to be 
had and recovered by virtue of this act for the regu- 
lating of Blackwell-hall, Leaden-hall and the Welch- 
hall, and other the premises as aforesaid (the charges 
of suit for recovery thereof being first deducted) shall 
be divided into two equal parts; the one moiety 
thereof, together with the whole duties of hallage, to 
be paid unto the treasurer of Christ's Hospital for 
the time being, to be employed towards the mainte- 
nance of the poor children harboured and kept in the 
said hospital ; and the other moiety to him or them 
that will sue for the same : any other act or ordi- 
namce of this court to the contrary thereof notwith- 
standing.

C|)e statute 

W. (^ M, c. 8., vacating the Judgments on the 
Quo Warranto, against the City of London^ 
and confirming all the Privileges of the Corpd- 
radon. a.d. 1690. 



WHEREAS a judgment was given in the court of 
King's Bench, in or about Trinity-term, in the 
thirty-fifth year of the reign of the late king Charles 
the second, upon an information, in the nature of a 
Quo Warranto, exhibited in the said court against 
the mayor and commonalty and citizens of the city of 
London, That the liberty, privilege and franchise of 
the said mayor and commonalty and citizens, being a 
body politick and corporate, should be seized into the 
king's hands as forfeited : and forasmuch as the said 
judgment, and the proceedings thereupon, is and were 
illegal and arbitrary ; and for that the restoring of 
the said mayor and commonalty and citizens to their 
ancient liberties, of which they had been deprived, 
tends very much to the peace and good settlement of 
this kingdom : 

2. Be it declared and enacted, by the king and 
queen's most excellent majesties, by and with the 
advice and consent of the lords spiritual and tem- 
poral, and commons, in this present parliament 
assembled, and by authority of the same, That the 
said judgment given in the said court of King's bench 
in the said Trinity-term, in the thirty-fifth year of 
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the reign of the said king Charles the second, or in 
any other term ; and all and every other judgment 
given or recorded in 'the said court, for the seizing 
into the late king's hands the liberty, privilege, or 
franchise of the mayor and commonalty and citizens 
of the city of London, of being of themselves a body 
corporate and politick, by the name of the mayor and 
commonalty and citizens of the city of London, and 
by that name to plead and be impleaded, and to 
answer and to be answered, and in what manner or 
words soever such judgment was entered ; is, shall be, 
and are hereby reversed, annulled, and made void, to 
all intents and purposes whatsover ; and that vacates 
be entered upon the rolls of the said judgment, for 
the vacating and reversal of the same accordingly. 

3. And be it further declared and enacted, by the 
authority aforesaid, That the mayor and commonalty 
and citizens of the city of London, shall and may 
forever hereafter remain, continue, and be, and pre- 
scribe to be a body corporate and politick, inre^ facto et 
nomine^ by the name of mayor and commonalty and 
citizens of the city of London, and by that name, and 
all and every other name and names of incorporation, 
by which they at any time before the said judgment 
were incorporated, to sue, plead and be impleaded, 
and to answer and be answered, without any seizure 
or forejudger of the said franchise, liberty and privi- 
lege, or being thereof excluded or ousted, for or upon 
any pretence of any forfeiture or misdemeanor at any 
time heretofore or hereafter to be done, committed, or 
suffered ; and the said mayor and commonalty and 
citizens of the said city, shall and may, as by law 
they ought, peaceably have and enjoy all and every 
their rights, gifts, charters, grants, liberties, privi- 
leges, franchises, customs, usages, constitutions, pre- 
pcriptions, immunities, markets, duties, tolls, lands, 
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tenements, estates, and hereditaments whatsoever, 
which they lawfully had, or had lawful right, title, 
or interest of, in, or to, at the time of recording or 
giving the said judgment, or at the time or times of 
the said pretended forfeitures. 

4. And be it enacted, by the authority aforesaid, 
that all charters, letters patents, and grants for in- 
corporating the citizens and commonalty of the said 
city, or any of them, and all charters, grants, letters 
patents, and commissions touching or concerning 
any of their liberties or franchises, or the liberties, 
privileges, franchises, immunities, lands, tenements, 
and hereditaments, rights, titles, or estates of the 
mayor and commonalty and citizens of the city of 
London, made or granted to any person or persons 
whatsoever, by the late king Charles the second, 
since the said judgment given, or by the late king 
James the second, be and are hereby declared and 
adjudged null and void to all intents and purposes 
whatsoever. 

5. Provided nevertheless, that no recoveries, ver- 
dicts, judgments, statutes, recognisances, inquisitions, 
indictments, presentments, informations, decrees, 
sentences, executions, nor any plaints, process, or pro- 
ceedings in law or equity, had, made, given, taken, 
or done, or depending in the mayor or either of the 
sheriff's courts, or any other court within the said 
city or liberties thereof, since the said judgment 
given, shall be avoided for want or defect of any 
legal power in those that acted as judges, justices, 
officers or ministers of, in, or as belonging to any of 
the said courts ; but that all and every such recove- 
ries, verdicts, judgments, and other things above- 
mentioned, and the actings, doings, and proceedings 
thereupon, shall be of such and no other force, effect, 
and virtue, than as if such judges, justices, officers 
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and ministers had acted by virtue of legal authority ; 
and that no person or persons shall be in any wise 
prosecuted, sued, impeached, or molested for any 
cause or thing by him or them lawfully acted or 
done, in pursuance of any such charters, letters 
patents, grants, or commissions. 

6. Provided, that this Act shall not extend to 
discharge any person or persons from any penalty or 
penalties, or forfeitures by him or them incurred, 
for not duly qualifying him or themselves to act 
upon the said charters, letters patents, grants, or 
commissions.

9. And be it further enacted, by the authority

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had or obtained by any person or persons taking 
upon them to be trustees, as aforesaid, for or con- 
cerning any lands, tenements, duties, tolls, and 
interests whatsoever, of or belonging to the said 
mayor and commonalty and citizens of the said city, 
shall stand and remain in force, and shall be prose- 
cuted and executed by and to, and for the use of, the 
said mayor and commonalty and citizens, as if the 
same had been obtained in the name of the said 
mayor and commonalty and citizens; and that all 
persons being natural-born subjects, or denizens, that 
have been admitted into the freedom of the said city 
since the said judgment given, shall be free thereof, 
and have and enjoy the said freedom to all intents 
and purposes, as if they had been thereunto admitted 
before the said judgment given. 

10. Provided always, that the present mayor, 
sheriffs, chamberlain, and common council of the 
said city, shall continue until a new election shall be 
made of such officers, and the persons elected sworn 
into their respective offices, and that such new elec- 
tion be made at the times hereafter mentioned ; that 
is to say, the election of the mayor, sheriffs, and 
chamberlain shall be on the twenty-sixth day of 
May, in the year one thousand six hundred and 
ninety; and the election of the common council 
shall be made on the tenth day of June, in the year 
one thousand six hundred and ninety; and such 
person so elected shall continue till the usual times 
of election of such officers, according to the ancient 
usage and custom of the said city, and from thence 
shall continue for the year ensuing.

That all 
leases, terms, and estates made or granted by any of 
the said companies since the giving of the said judg- 
ment for just and valuable considerations, and 
whereupon the old accustomed yearly rents or more 
are reserved, shall stand and be of the same force 
and effect, as if the same had been made or granted 
by the said several companies as hereby restored; 
and the said respective companies, and their suc- 
cessors, shall have the benefit and advantage of all 
rents, reservations, payments, conditions, covenants, 
clauses and agreements in all and every such lease 
or grant contained, and the like remedy therefore, as

T f and dissentions have arisen in the city of 
London at the elections of citizens to serve in parlia- 
ment, and of mayors, aldermen, sheriffs, and other 
officers of the said city ; and many evil-minded per- 
sons, having no right of voting, have unlawfully 
intruded themselves into the assemblies of the citizens, 
and presumed to give their votes at such elections, 
in manifest violation of the rights and privileges of 
the citizens, and of the freedom of their elections, 
and to the disturbance of their public peace : and 
whereas great numbers of wealthy persons, not free 
of the said city, do inhabit, and carry on the trade of 
merchandize, and other implo3nnents, within the said 
city, and refuse or decline to become freemen of the 
same, by reason of an ancient custom within the said 
city, restraining the freemen of the same from dis- 
posing of their personal-estates by their last wills and 
testaments ; and whereas great dissentions have arisen 
between the aldermen and commons of the common- 
council of London, in or concerning the making or 
passing of acts, orders or ordinances in common-

16. Provided always. That nothing in this act®^^*^*^ 
contained shall extend, or be construed to extend, to 

any election, nomination, or appointment in common- 
council, of any common-serjeant, town-clerk, judges 
of the sheriffs' court, coroner, common cryer, com- 
missioners of sewers, garbler, and the governor and 
assistants of London of the new plantation of Ulster 
in Ireland; but that the election, nomination, or 
appointment of all or any of the said officers shall 
and may, from and after the said first day of June 
1725, be made by the mayor, aldermen, and com- 
mons in common-council assembled, or the major 
part of them ; any thing in this act contained to the 
contrary thereof notwithstanding. 

17. And to the intent that persons of wealth and 
ability, who exercise the business of merchandize, 
and other laudable employments, within the said 
city, may not be discouraged from becoming free of 
the same, by reason of the custom restraining the 
citizens and freemen thereof from disposing of their 
personal estates by their last wills and testaments ; 
be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid. 
That it shall and may be lawful to and for all and

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every person and persons, who shall, at any time 
from and after the said first day of June 1725, be 
made, or become free of the said city, and also to 
and for all and every person and persons, who are 
already free of the said city, and on the said first day 
of June, shall be unmarried, and not have issue by 
any former marriage, to give, devise, will, and dis- 
pose of his and their personal estate and estates, to 
such person and persons, and to such use and uses, 
as he or they shall think fit ; any custom or usage 
of or in the said city, or any by-law or ordinance, 
made or observed within the same, to the contrary 
thereof in any wise notwithstanding.

r\ EORGE the second, by the grace of God, of 
\X Great Britain, France and Ireland, king, de- 
fender of the faith, and so forth. To all to whom 
these presents shall come greeting: Whereas our 
royal predecessor king Charles the first, late king of 
England, by his letters patent under the great seal of 
England, bearing date at Westminster, the eighteenth 
day of October, in the fourteenth year of his reign, 
did give and grant unto the mayor and commonalty 
and citizens of the city of London, and their succes- 
sors, amongst other things, that the then mayor and 
recorder of the said city, and the mayor and recorder 
of the said city for the time being; and as well, 
those aldermen who before that time had sustained 
and had borne, as those aldermen who thereafter 
should have sustained and borne, the charge and 
office of mayoralty of the said city, although they 
should cease from the mayoralty or should be dis- 
missed therefrom, so long as they should remain 
aldermen there; and the three senior aldermen of 
the said city, for the time being, who should have 
been longest in the office of aldermanship, and had 
not before sustained and borne the charge and office 
of mayoralty of that city for ever should be all and 
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every of them a justice and justices, to preserve and 
keep the peace of the said king, his heirs and suc- 
cessors, within the said city of London and liberties 
of the same, and appointed the said lord mayor and 
recorder, for the time being, to be of the Quorum. 
And whereas our royal predecessors, king William 
and queen Mary, by certain other letters patent, 
under their great seal of England, bearing date, at 
Westminster, the eight-and-twentieth day of July, in ^'^' ^^^^' 
the fourth year of their reign, reciting the said 
former letters patent of king Charles the first, and 
reciting also, that the said mayor and aldermen, by 
their humble petition, had represented to their 
majesties, that the number of justices of the peace 
constituted within the said city, by the said letters 
patent of king Charles the first, were so few, that 
by reason thereof, it frequently happened that justice 
could not be administered within the said city with 
so much expedition, so commodiously, and in such a 
manner as might be most expedient for their said 
late majesties service, and the utility of their sub- 
jects ; their said late majesties, therefore, by their said 
recited letters patent, did grant to the said mayor 
and commonalty and citizens of the city of London, 
and their successors, that six other aldermen of the 
said city for the time being, who then were, or for 
the future should be next in the office of alderman- 
ship to the three senior aldermen mentioned and 
constituted justices of the peace in the said first - 
mentioned charter, and who then had borne, and 
thereafter should have borne the office of sheriff of 
the said city, besides and beyond the three senior 
aldermen, as aforesaid, should for ever thereafter 
be justices of the peace, within the said city of 
London, and liberties thereof; and these six alder- 
men, with the mayor and recorder, for the time

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being, as well as those aldermen who had borne the 
ofBce of mayoralty, and the aforesaid three senior 
aldermen, or any four of them, whereof the said 
mayor or recorder for the time being to be one, are, by 
the said last-recited letters patent constituted justices 
of the peace for the said city and liberties, with the 
same powers as are granted to the justices of the 
peace of any county of this kingdom, as by the said 
several recited letters patent (amongst divers other 
matters and things therein contained, relation being 
thereto respectively had) may more fully and at 
large appear: And whereas the lord mayor and 
aldermen of the said city of London have, by their 
petition, humbly represented unto us, that, since the 
granting the said last-mentioned letters patent, the 
duties of the justices of the peace, within the said 
city and liberties, are, by many acts of parliament, 
very much increased, so that the petitioners, who 
are constituted justices by the said charter, have, for 
the more speedy and effectual execution of justice, 
agreed amongst themselves, to sit daily by turns, 
in the Guildhall of the said city, for the publick 
administration of justice; and that the petitioners 
most humbly conceive it will be for the publick 
utility of all our subjects, within the said city and 
liberties, and that justice may still be more commo- 
diously and expeditiously administered, if the pre- 
sent number of justices of the peace, within the said 
city of London and liberties thereof, was increased : 
And the petitioners further represent, that the lord 
mayor and recorder being the only justices of the 
Quorum, if by sickness, or other unavoidable accident 
it should happen that neither may be able to attend 
the session, great inconveniences may arise ; the peti- 
tioners, therefore, have humbly besought us to grant 
to our good subjects, the mayor and commonalty 
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and citizens of the said city, that, for the future, 
the mayor, recorder, and all the aldermen of the said 
city, for the time being, may be justices of the peace 
for the said city of London and liberties thereof; and 
that all those aldermen for the time being, who 
shall have borne and sustained the office of mayoralty 
of the said city, may be of the Quorum, as well as 
the mayor and recorder : 

We, being willing to gratify the petitioners in their 
request; know ye, therefore, that we, of our special 
grace, certain knowledge and meer motion, have 
given, granted, and by these presents, for us, our 
heirs and successors, do give, and grant, to the 
mayor and commonalty of the city of London, 
and their successors, that the mayor, recorder, ^^^^' ^\ 
and all the aldermen of the said city of London, au the aider, 
for the time being, and every of them, be for ever j™gS<^8*of 
hereafter a justice and justices of the peace, of*^®P®*<^- 
us, our heirs and successors, within the said city of 
London and liberties thereof: And we do, by these 
presents, for us, our heirs and successors, constitute, 
make, and ordain the mayor, recorder, and all the 
aldermen of the said city of London, for the time 
being, and every of them, or any four of them, (of 
whom the mayor and recorder, or any one of the 
aldermen who have sustained the office of mayoralty, 
for the time being, we will shall be always one) 
justices of us, our heirs and successors, within the said 
city of London and liberties thereof, to keep, and 
cause to be kept all and singular statutes and ordin* 
ances, in all their articles made, and to be made, for 
the preservation of the peace of us, our heirs and 
successors, and for the peaceable ruling and govern- 
ing the people of us, our heirs and successors, as well 
within the said city as the liberties thereof, according 
to the form and effect of the same ; and to correct 
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and punish, in the manner prescribed by those 
statutes and ordinances all such persons who shall be 
found offending, within the said city and liberties 
thereof, against the form and effect of the same 
statutes and ordinances, or any, or either of them . 
and to demand such sufficient security for the peace^ 
or good behaviour towards us, our heirs and successors, 
and all the subjects of us, our heirs and successors, 
of all such persons who shall send threatenings to any 
subject, or subjects, of us, our heirs or successors, 
concerning their bodies, or the burning their houses ; 
and if they shall refuse to find such security, then to 
cause them to be safely kept in our gaol of Newgate, 
or in any other prison of us, our heirs and successors, 
in our said city of London, until they shall have 
found such security ; and to do and perform all and 
singular other matters and things, which any justices 
or keepers of the peace, of us, our heirs and suc- 
cessors, within any county of that part of our king- 
dom of Great Britain, called England, may, can, or 
ought to do, and perform, by virtue of any statutes 
and ordinances of this part of our kingdom of Great 
Britain, called England, or by virtue of any commis- 
sion of us, our heirs and successors, to preserve the 
peace in any such county.

For repealing all former Acts^ Orders and Ordinances, 
touching the Nomination and Election of Sheriffs 
oftli£ City of London and County of Middlesex^ 
and for regulating and enforcing such Nominations 
and Elections for the future,

WHEREAS from time immemorial there have i*r«»™We. 
been, and of right ought to be, two sheriffs of 
this city, which said two sheriffs, during all the time 
aforesaid, have constituted, and of right ought to con- 
stitute, one Sheriff of the county of Middlesex : 

And whereas the sheriflFwick of this city, and the 
sheriffwick of the said county of Middlesex have, from 
time immemorial, belonged, and do of right belong, 
to the mayor and commonalty and citizens of the 
city of London : 

And whereas the several acts, orders and ordin- 
ances heretofore made and passed in this city, touch- 
ing the choice of election of persons to the offices of 
sheriffalty of this city and county of Middlesex, and 
for compelling the persons so chosen, or elected, to 
accept and serve the said offices, have hitherto proved 
ineffectual to answer the several purposes in and by 
such acts, orders and ordinances expressed or intended : 

For remedy thereof, be it enacted, and it is hereby Former acts 
enacted and ordained by the right honourable the**^

THAT, after the first day of December next, the 
court of lord-mayor and aldermen may grant 
a licence to a free master, who has used his best 
endeavours, and cannot procure a sufficient number 
of fit and able free journeymen to carry on his 
business, to employ such a number of foreigners, 
for or during such time or times, and under such 
restrictions, as to the said court shall seem fit and 
necessary. 

That on any Tuesday, on which no court of lord- 
mayor and aldermen shall be holden, the power 
above-mentioned, so as the same do not exceed the 
space of six weeks, shall be vested in the lord-mayor 
for the time being. 

That no licence shall be granted, by virtue of this 
act, to any freeman to employ any foreigner, unless 
he has one apprentice at least, or has had one ap- 
prentice within twelve calendar months next before 
his application for such licence. 

That no freeman shall be enabled to employ any 
foreigner by virtue of this licence, until he has 
registered the christian and surnames, and place of 
abode of the said foreigner, and in what business he 
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is to be employed, with the town-clerk of this city 
for the time being, who is to enter the same in a 
book to be kept for that purpose, he being paid two 
shillings and six pence for every licence so to be 
registered; which book any freeman of this city 
shall have liberty to inspect gratis, every day between 
twelve o'clock at noon and two in the afternoon 
(Sundays excepted); and if any person registered 
by virtue of this licence shall leave his master's sei- 
vice, or be discharged the same, the town clerk is, 
upon application, to insert and enter in the licence 
and register another person's name, in the room of 
the person discharged, for the remaining term of the 
licence, without any fee. 

That the court of lord-mayor and aldermen have a 
power to revoke, or call in any licence, though the 
time limited therein be not expired.

Scotale, 6, 8, 12, 29, 40. A praetice of the king's 
officers who kept alehouses or brewed liquors, 
and forced men to come to their houses and 
pay contributions (called Scotales), for fear 
of their displeasure. [J. £.] The meaning of 
this term is obscure, but most probably it 
originally signified a scot, tax, or payment, 
in reference to the sale of ale ; the word re- 
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ceiying different oomplezioAB of meaning at 
later periods. Ib eyidently a tax hitherto 
leried by the crown upon the citizens of 

' London for the privilege either of making or 
of selling ale. In 12 12 it is pretty elear that 
one meaning of "sootale" was a licence in 
reference to ale, granted as a distinctiTC privi- 
vilege by the city dignitaries, and extending 
probably not only to the selling, bnt to the 
brewing of ale. Foresters and bedels are for- 
bidden to make scotales, in reference appa- 
rently to a riffht which they had assumed of 
granting such licences within the yerge of their 
respective forests, or of keeping this right in 
their own hands, and compelling the people 
of the vicinity to deal with them. The 
term evidently extends also to certain meet- 
ing or asseinblies, the nature of which is 
now unknown, but which probably resembled 
the " beorscipes " of the Anglo-Saxons and 
ancient Qermans ; the name, not improbably, 
being given to them by reason of the contribu- 
tions made by the persons, so meeting, for 
liberty to brew on such occasions. From these 
meetings, perhaps, were derived "bride- 
ales ** and ** bid-ales", or meetings for the 
purpose oi drinking ale, of a comparatively 
recent period. The word " scotale " seems 
also to have been applied to the ale made hj 
those who had licence to brew. Under this 
name also the "church-ale", or potations 
upon anniversaries of the dedication of 
churehes, were probably included ; as we find 
such " SootallsB " mentioned and prohibited 
in the Provincial ConstitntionB of the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury in 1209 and 1236, 
and in the several Diocesan Canons. See 
Hale's Domeidwy of 8t. Paul's, Introd. p. 
oix. Spelman considers the word " scotale 
a genenl term for taxes payable under the 
name of " scot", and grounds that conjecture 
on the various modes in which the word is 
spelt ; this opinion, however, seems to Biley 
untenable, as it bears reference to the 
making, sale, and drinking of ale. Somner, 
again, takes it be identical with the A.-S. 
drino-lean, or "contribution for drink", 
made by the tenants for the purchase of 
ale for entertaining the superior lord, or his 
steward, on the fee.. ("Potns" seemb to 
have been a similar payment in France, in 
tibe 13th century, for the purchase of wine.) 
If this is the case, it u still clear that scotale 
had other meanings. The word does not 
occur in Anglo-Saxon times. See Du Cange, 
Glo88at.
